SENATORS IN A DILEMMA 


BETWBHEN* Iwo STooLs IN’ 
TARIFF MATTERS: 

IN A TERRIBLE FIX TO MAKE A HARM- 
LESS BILL—NAVAL FAVORITES TO 
LOSE THEIR PRIVILEGES. ° 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—It is now general- 
ly understood that the news from Indiana 
about the political situation in Candidate 

Harrison’s own State is the spur that is im- 

pelling the Senate Republicans to produce 

a Tariff bill. That State has been voting for 

tariff reform members of Congress for sev- 

eral years, and not a Democrat from In- 
diana in the House has ever dared to think 
of voting against the Mills bill if he 
wanted to come back to Washington. 

The Republican politicians at Chicago 

who were trying to nominate Harrison and 

defeat Blaine’s nomination were thoroughly 
aware of the fact that a tariff man of the 

Blaine sort would not “ge down” in In- 

diana, and they endeavored to have it un- 

derstood, as well as plain talk would con- 
vey the information. In spite of all the 
good advice they offered, the Resolutions 

Committee made a. tariff plank of the most 

radically protectionist stripe, and but for 

the efforts of Major McKinley would have 
submitted to the convention a stronger free- 
whisky plank than the one that is now 
procuring for the party.so much and 
such well-merited condemnation. Candidate 
Harrison has known that the situation was 
erilous. He took the reins in his’own 
ands, kicked over the platform, and di- 
rected attention to the Indiana demand for 
lower tariff by his recent speech.. ‘To meet 
the problem presented by that speech the 
Senate Finance Committee is at work, but 
the Republican demand from Indiana for 
tariff reduction does not strike the Pennsyl- 
vania, New-Jersey, and Eastern protection- 
ists as calculated to lighten the task of the 
men who are to plan and carry on 
a high protection fight: in New-Jer- 
sey and Connecticut. The Senators 
who are expected to knock away 
enough of the protection structure to 
please Indiana do not see how they are to 
etiect a demolition for the Hoosiers that 
will not weaken the protection of the 
Jerseymen. Indiana.and Illinois are clam- 
orous for free sugar. New-Jersey and Kan- 
sas both object to this. Senator Plumb was 
taken into the Finance Committee room to- 
day. Itis not ascertained what his speech 
was, before Allison, the Tariff Reformer, or 

Sherman, the Protectionist, but enough is 

learned of its character by a fellow Senator 

to justify him in venturing the information 
that “Plumb just made the fur fly.” It 
would be good news for the hatters of 

New-Jersey, who are just waking up 

tothe fact that, with free fur and lighter 

taxes on the _ tips, leathers, findings, and 
other materials entering. into the manu- 
facture of hats, they would have more em- 
ployment and larger earnings, “‘ the markets 
of the world,” as well asthe home market, 
beyond which they cannot now reach if Mr. 

Plumb had succeeded in ere the duty 

fly from fur, and had induced the Repub- 

lican Senators to make fur on the skin free 

instead of taxing them for the benefit of a 

few fur cutters who enjoy a monopoly under 

the tariff law. Whatever the biil is to con- 
tain or whatever itis not tocarry, *‘no fellow 
can find out.” If it is to be a bill‘ with 
which to capture Indiana it must be dis- 
tinctly a lower tariff bill. That would not 
tit the platform. Nor will it suit those Re- 

ublicans for whom Mr. McKinley and Mr. 

Reed madé ‘the Chicago tariff plank. Al- 

ready it is intimated that it will not be 

possible to yield the demand for a restora- 
tion of the woolen schedule of 1867. Higher 
wool duties might hold Ohio, but they 
would raise Cain in Indiana and some ether 

States that are considered doubt- 

ful. Taxed salt will of course’. be 

Senator Hiscock’s item in the bill, and 

he must keep at them if he hopes to be able 

to hold the Republican vote of Onondaga 
for Harrison, but it will be an objectionable 
item to some of the Northwestern Republic- 
| ans who want something in the way of re- 
duction. The reproduction of the basis of 

Senator Allison’s tariff speeches, and the 

circulation of his outspoken and very 

creditable demand for a reduction of even 

20 per cent. along the whole line, is pro- 

voking not a little doubt as to whether 

the owa Senator can be induced 
to approve a bill that. does not meet his own 
well-digested conclusions, which are just 
as pertinent to the needs of his constituents 
now as when they were uttered in behalf of 
lower taxation as a cure for business depres- 
sion. Ifany Republican fancies that the 

Senate Finance Committee is having a good 

time of it, or that they see the way plainly 

to presenting a bill that will bé rushed 
through by a combined Republican and 

Democratic vote in the House, he is mis- 

taken. rie 

Secretary Whitney is about to undertake 

a task which his predecessor, who was a 

reasonably active and determined man, 

found himself unable to cope with. Like 


' Secretary Chandler, he has discovered that. 
. not the Secretary, but a strong circle of in- 
fluential officers, called ““Courtiers” by offi-: 
i; cers out of that circle, control and regulate 
detaUs in such a way as to give to. the, 
favored men a great many comforts and 
advantages that do not come to the out- 
siders. Secretary Whitney to-day, by 
eneral order, revived {Order No. 322, 
ated Oct. 1, 1884, signed by Secreta 
' Chandler, the concluding paragraph read- 
ing: “This order is not intended as 
a reflection upon the method of making the 
details heretofore in use by the department, 
nor upon the manner in which that duty 
has been discharged, The reason for the, 
original order explains how significant is 
the revival of it by Secretary Whitney. ; 
The order of the Navy Department of June 
26, 1869, attached the Office of Detail to 
the Bureau of Navigation, and gave the 
chief of that bureau the power to make de-. 
tails. Under this order ali communications 
regarding movements of ships, or the details 
' of officers, were to be addressed to that 
officer. When Mr. Chandler assumed con- 
trol of naval affairs, the arrangement suited 
him very well, but he soon found that he 
‘was but the nominal head of the depart- 
ment. Details were made without his 
knowledge, and letters which should have 
received his personal attention for some; 
unaccountable reason never reached his 
desk. So annoying did the persistentefforts 
to withhold knowledge from him become 
that, on Oct. 1, 1884, he issued an order 
requiring that communications, with a. 
few specified exceptions, should be ad- 
dressed to the Secretary of the Navy. 
Ox the same date he took from the Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation the power to 
make details and placed itin the hands of 
_ a board composed of the chiefs df the bu- 
_ Treaus of the Navy Department. _Mr. Chan- 
dier found his efforts to provide a better 
method of Sekine details frustrated by the 
inattention of all the members except.the 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. The or- 
der soon became a dead letter. When Sec- 
retary Whitney assumed control of naval 
affairs he found that by common consent 
the board had ceased to meet. He listened to 
the arguments of those most interested, 
aud, May 22, 1885, revoked the order of 
his predecessor. e soon learned that 
there existed a favored class who obtained 
whatever they desired. Those without the 
court circle have found it nard to obtain 
any billet. Complaints to this effect have 
been frequent, and the Secretary now pro- 
toremove allcause for them. The 
board of chiefs will meet every day and 
consider all details, They will also look 
into the present list of details with a view 
of shaking up some of the officers, who 
have not seen the white-capped, waves of 
the sea since their sea manhood, but have 
ull the while received shore-luty pay for 
nominal services.

A NEW TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 


THE TELAUTOGRAPH SsYSTEM TO BE 
INTRODUCED INTO ‘VIRGINIA. 
i RIcHMOND, Va., Aug. 7.—Judge R. B. 

Wellferd of the Circuit Court of this 

city has just granted a oharter, the ob- 
ject of which, it is believed, will create a 
stir in the electric and telegraph world. The 

charter grants to Gray’s National Telautograph 

Company, whose general objects, as declared in 
the charter, “are to promote, establish, and 

maintain the general business of a telegraphic, 
telephone, and telautographic company within 

and throughout Virginia and the other States 
and Territories of the United States and the 

District of Columbia and Alaska, by the means 

and use of electrical or other dovices suit- 

able or applicable to the same, and partiou- 
larly by means of what is known as the 

‘Telautograph System,’ imvented by Prof. 

Elisha Gray for the clectrical transmission of 
messages or other communieatiens, written out 
in ordinary seript or otherwise.suitably prepared 

fer such transmission, and the automatic repro- 
duction of the same at the office of destination, 
including any extensions or improvements of 
the said aystem hereafter aévised for or added 

thereto; tho said telautograph system and any 

‘other telegraphic or telephonic device to be 
used in conjunction with each other or sep- 
arately, as may be found expedient and any 
other methods of electrical inter communica- 
.‘tion to be used if desired.” 

The charter further authorizes the purchase 
and use ef the lines, poles, and wires, fixtures, 
Stations, terminals, exchanges, or other facili- 
ties, including submarine cables, to operate the 
system. The capital steck of the company is 
not to be less than $500,000 nor more than 
‘$15,000,000, divided.into shares of $100 ea&eh.

BURGLARS MAKE SEVERAL GOOD HAULS 
IN THAT CITY. 

RocuestgEr, N. Y., Aug. 7.—During the 
past 10 days burgiars have been at work in this 
city with almost unequaled activity, and scarce- 
ly a night has passed that two or three cases of 
house-breaking have not been reported to the 
police. The depredations have not, so far, re- 
sulted in any very large losses, but it is evident 
that a gang of experts is at work here. Several 
arrests have been made by the police, but the 
burglaries do not cease, and it is fair to pre- 
sume the guilty parties have so far oluded 


arrest. The police were ‘notified this afternoon 
that James Sargent’s residence, 98 East-avenue, 
had been entered by burglars and thoroughly 
ransacked. The family has been away from 
home for a week, and they are expected to 
return to-merrow evening from Summerland, 
Thousand Islands. where Mr. Sargent has a cot- 
tage. The house in this city was in charge of 
servanta, but they seem to have negleeted their 
duties, as itis said acellar door was left open 
for three or four days. 

It was through this deor that the burglars 
gained admiseion. At the foot of the cellar 
stairs was tound a pickaxe and bar, with which 
ad broken open a door leading 
from the cellar to the rooms above. Investiga- 
tion showed that the place had beer thoroughly 
ransacked. There is a safe in the:house, how- 
ever, and it is surmised that the jewelry and 
other valuables are lecked up in it. The extent 
of the loss cannot be ascertained until the re- 
turn of the family. 

Another burglary took place last night. This 
time Dr. Schnar’s place, at 520 North 8t. Paul- 
street, was entered, and. cigars and’ wine valued

HILL'SPURCHASING AGENCY 


THR TRAVELING. TRIO IN 
COLUMBIA OOUNTY. 
POTENT ARGUMENTS TO DRIVE THE 

LIQUOR MEN THERE INTO LINE FOR 

, THE GOVERNOR’S RENOMINATION. 
‘Hupson, N. Y., Aug. 7.—President Kearns, 
Secretary McCutcheon, and Financial Secretary 
Max Stern have visited Columbia County to 
some purpose, judging by the amount of work 
that the members of tho Liquor Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation are doing for Gov. Hill in town and coun- 
try. The traveling trio came to this city after 
they had finished organizing a Hill elub in Ron- 
dout, and here it was announced that they were 
ostensibly organizing braneh orders of the State 
Liquor Dealers’ Association, though, if there is 
a single saloon man in the county who is not 


Hill campaign clubs, thinly disguised, they must 
be unsophistieated indeed. 

From this city the leaven has worked pretty 
thoroughly through the rural districts, and at 
this writing there is nota particle of doubt but 
that the saloon men generally will contribute 
their full share to the twe-hundred-and-fifty- 
thousand-dollar corruption fund that is being 
raised to be used solely for the purpose of trying 
to renominate David B. Hill. Careful inqniry 
shows that the same system of making assess- 
ments in Ulster, Dutchess, and Orange Counties 
*is being carried out in detail in Columbia. The 
work is being prosecuted quietly, though vigor- 


ously, and he is a very poor saloon keeper, from 
@ pecuniary point of view, who has not already 
been called upon to contribute $3, or who ex- 
pects to be called upon during the course of the 
next few days, to help aswell the enormous sum 
thatis veing gathered to make Hill the next 
Governor, by hook or by crook. 

It was at first Proposed that the Hill liquor 
men shouid hold a series of meetings in this 
city, Chatham, Kinderhook, and elsewhere, but 
the publicity given to the doings of Messrs. 
Kearns, McCutcheon, and Stern caused a revis- 
ion of the plan to be made, and now: the saloon 
men are being “seen” personally at their places 
of business, where the praises of Mr. Hill can 
be sung effectively. It is true that the personal 
visitation method has its drawbacks, the chief 
ot which 
time, and necessarily incurs a great deal of 
expense; but on the otner hand, it is 
pointed out that the collections, will 
be surer by this method than by any 
other. Besides, the.‘traveling sub-agents find 
that they can give the saloon men 4 good many 
quiet tips as to how primaries may be worked 
in Mr. Hill’s favor that could not very weil be 
announcedin a public hall, even though every 
applicant for mission had tobe known per- 
sonally to the men at tke door, or could be 
vouched for as being all right by some liquor’ 
man already inside, known to be undoubtedly 
for Hill firgt, last, and ali the time. Wallis 
have ears, and there is always a danger of 
some newspaper man being around to pick 
up some unguarded remark uttered during the 


Hiil men now to go sneaking around, from gin 
mill to gin mill, telling what a great and good 
man the Gevernor is, and how it 1s the bounden 
duty of every man engaged in the liquor busi- 
ness in this State to vote for the.man in the 
Executive chair at Albany who veteed the High 
Licenge'bil), and who has been the friend of the 
rumseller all through. , 

Occasionally a maniof tho business asks what 
security will be given to him that Mr. Hill will 
be “all righv’ if the latter gets the nomination, 
and the answer is always to the poiat and runs 
in this wise: ‘‘We know what we're doing. 
Man alive, we don't ask much, but what we ask 
he cannot very well refuse—we want to be let 
alone. Don’t you see that it will be with our 
money that the caucuses will be fixed, and do. 
you suppose for a minute that he will go back ' 
on us, ho matter who may make demands upen 
us, who are working day and nigift for him and 
gathering meney with a lavish hand? Nota bit 
of it. This isa case of brefida and butter with all 
of us, and ne matter what a lot of fanatics may 
say, We are only working to protect our own in- 
terests. Mr; Hill has stood by us threugh thick 
and thin and we know be aan be trusted,” 

This sort of talk, as a rule, is never thrown 
away, and in rare instances if the saloon man | 
— 1o just wavers a trifle the collectors 
clineh their argument by desiring to know if. 
their hearer is not conversant with the fact that 
Gov. Hill put Max Stern, the Financial Secre- 
tary of the State organization, on the eommis- 
sion to revise the excise laws solely in favor of 
the saloon men. That drives the mail home, and 


and pocketed without further ade, and the con- 
tributor becomes a zealous partisan for Hull, 
and one who efttimes will not stick at trifies to 
accomplish the end in view. 

The rank and file of the better element of the 
Democratic Party, and partieularly the farmers, 
are not conversant with the nefarious work that 
is being prosecuted and of the wholesale cor- 
ruption that the friends of Mr. Hill propese to 
work in the State, but, nevertheleas, an inkling 
of the goings-on 1s being bruited about.

the Governor and his allies and show the Dem- 
oorats of low degree that there issuch a thing 
as going tootar andthat the liquor dealers 
have made a boomerang to smite themselves, 
Mr. Hill can rest assured that, though he has a 
good many kenchmer in Columbia County, 
some away up and some away down in the so- 
cial seale, rum, trickery, and:corruption are not 
as potent factors in the politieal fleld as the 
men who claim he is their warmest friend would 
suppose. Last Winter when Mr. Hill,in his search 
for high office, had emissaries make tracks 
through Columbia, he learned in an indirect 
way that there were some things in his po- 
litical philosophy, smart as he is, that he had 
never dreamed of, and the chief of these things 
was that & man can be ambitious and yet 
be honest, and that there are many Democrats 
in Columbia who have well-defined convictions» 
in the premises. These same ivoters have still 
the same convictiens, and whea Mr. Hill's rum- 
selling allies turn out in force a} the primaries 
they may have something to say.

PRESIDENT HENDEE DYING.

INDIANA REPUBLICANS PREPARING FOR 
Seas TO-DAY’S CONVENTION. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 7.—The hotel 
lobbies are filled to overflowing to-night with 
delegates and visitors in attendance on the Re- 
publican State Convention, which convenes to- 
morrow morning at 10 o’clock. The convention 
will nominate candidates for the following State 
offices: Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, three 
Judges of the Supreme Court, Secretary of State, 
Auditor, Treasurer, Attormey-General, Reporter 
ef the Supreme Court, and Superintendent of 
Public Instruction., ; . 

It is generally conceded that several of the 
present incumbents will be renominated with- 
out opposition. The only contests anticipated 


are for Governor, Licutenant-Governor, Judges 
of the Supreme Court, and Reporter of the Su- 
preme Court. The chief interest, of course, 
centres in the struggle for the Gubernatorial 
nemination, ard the busy caucusing to-night be- 
tween the 1,160 delegates indicates the zeal and 
confidence of the several aspiring candidates, 
and the attendance of delegates, alternates, and 
visitors is so large that the roisy, pushing 
crowds in the lobbies and corridors of the new 
Denison, the Bates, the Grand, and other hotels 
rivalin a small way the scenes witnessed at a 
national convention. 

Gov. A. G. Porter, in view of his emphatic re- 
fusal to permit his name to go before the con- 
vention, is no longer considered by the leading 
politicians in attendance as among the possible 
norainees for the Governorship. All doubts 
upon this point were seemingly swept aside by 
Gov. Porter yesterday and to-day ay his re- 
iterated pubiie declarations to the ftiende of 
other candidates that there were no circum- 
stances or contingencies under which he could 
new accept a nomination. 

The candidates ahd aspirants for the Guberna- 
torial nomination are the Hon. 8. B. Robertson 
of Fort Wayne, the present Lieltenant-Gov- 
ernor; Major George W. Steele ef Marion, Con- 
gressman from the Eleventh Distriet; Col. 
William Cumback of Greensburg, ex-Lieutenant- 
Governor; Gen. A. P. Hovey of Mount Vernon, 
Congressman from the First District; the Rev. Ira 
J. Chase of Belleville, Department Commander 
of the Grand Army of the Republis, and the 
Hon. Joan W. Butler of Indianapolis. The name 
of Chairman J. W. Huston of the Republican 
State Committee is frequently mentioned asa 
possible dark horse, but Huston declares he is 
not a candidate in any sense of the word. 

It is estimated by friends of Col. Robertson 
and Major Steele that each of them enters the 
convention with nearly 300 votes.

HIS DEAD WIFE'S MONEY. 


COUNT DE BRASSE’S SUIT, BEFORE THE 
MASSACHUSETTS COURTS. 


Boston, Aug. 7.—The Supreme Judicial 
Court of the Commonwealth heard an unusually 


tion brought by Count Albert Joseph de Brasse, 
praying that about $70,000 now held by the 
Hon. E. B. Stoddard of Worcester, as Adminis- 
trater of the estate of the late Countess de 
Brosse, be.paid directly to the petitioner. The 
Countess was formerly Miss Florence H. Davis 
of Worcester, daughter of the late Hon. 


Isaae Davis, and on Aug. 11, 1885, she 
married in France, Count Alfred Joseph 
de Brassge. On Aug. 10, 18835, the 
day before the marriage, Miss Davis executed a 
Mmarviage contract by which the Count received 
250,0002%. The Count and Countess lived con- 
tinuously together until the death of the 
Countess in June, 1886, and seven or eight days 
before her death she.gave birthto a girl, Blanche 
Florence de Brasse, now living. The Countess 
made a holographic will, and under the laws of 
France no other formality is required. The 
Count by that will was made. universal 
legatee, and by the laws. of Franee -is 
‘what is ‘known: as an .Executor in 
America. Upon the death of the Countess her 
husband became the tutor of the surviving ehild 
and claimed to be entitled to all of the estate 
left by the Countess, wherever situated. The 
Administrator here, Mr. Stoddard, paid over 
about $35,000, bus deolined to pay the balance 
‘until ordered to de so by the court. This he was 
ordered to do by the Probate Court, payment to 
be madein France. From this the Count ap- 
pealed, alleging several reasons, among them 
that he would be liable to pay asuccession tax 
amounting to $1,200.

DEBATING THE BILL INsTHE 
HOUSE’ OF OOMMONS. 
MANY AMENDMENTS OFFERED AND 
SOME ACOEPTED—MR. PARNELL’S 

THRUST AT THE TIMES. 

Lonpon, Aug. 7.—In the House of Com- 
mons this evening Mr. W. H. Smith, the Govern- 
ment leader, moved that if the Parnellite In- 
quiry bill were net passed by midnight, the 12 
o’clock rule be suspended. The motion was 
adopted, and the House proseeded to the con- 
sideration of the bill as amended. 

Mr. Matthews, Home Secretary, moved to 
insert the following: “If amy person, having 
been served with a summons under this act, 
shall fail to appear, the commission shall have 
power to issue a warrant for the arrest of such 
person.” He supported the motion by stating 
that when the committee stage of the bill was 
drawing toward a conclusion, Mr. Parnell 
intimated that speelal evidence might be ad- 
dueed to prove that the letters published by 
the Times were forgeries. 

Mr. Sexton and Sir Charles Russell agreed 
that the insertion of such a clause was advisa- 


ble, and the motion was adopted. 

Mr. Matthews next moved that anybody who 
is summoned'to attend befere the commission, 
and who refuses or fails to attend. shall be liable 
to punishment for contempt of the High Court 
of Justice of England. 

Mr. Molloy (Liberal) suggested that the giving 
of évidence ought also to be made compulsory. 

Mr. Parnell moved an amendment to the 
effeet that any person refusing to make a full 
and true disclosure touching all matters in 
respect of which he might be examined should 
be liable to punishment by the High Court of 
Justice. The amendment was received with 
cheers. Mr. Parnell explained that his object 
was to coimnpel the Times to produce the person 
who supplied the letters that had been ascribed 
to himself. [Cries of ‘* Hear! hear!’’} 

Mr. Matthews held that a failure to make a 
full disclosure in erage to any questions asked 
would be centemps of the Commission, which 
had full power to deal with awitress. The 
amendment, therefore, was needless. The Com- 
mission had the absolute powers of the High 
Court of Justice. 

Sir John Simon (Liberal) supported Mr. Par- 
nell’s amendment on the greund that protec- 
tion ought to be given to all witmesses, from 
whatever quarter and however involved. 

Mr. T. P. C’Connor said that Irish members 
would neither ask nor accept a certiticate of in- 
demnity from the Commission. 

Mr. Parnell’s amendment was rejected by a 
vote of 191 to 120. 

Au amendment, introduced by Mr. Clancy, 
(Nationalist,) empowering the commission to 
report trom time to time, was accepted by the 
Government'and adopted. 

A‘leny diseussion ensued on a proposal by Mr. 
W. A. Hunter, Liberal, te compel the Times 
to formulate its charges before the opening of 
the inquiry by the commission. Mr. Hunter 
said that the Government’s reception of his pro- 
posal would show whother their object was to 
‘get the Times out of ascrape or to get the Par- 
nellites into a scrape. 

Sir Edwara Clarke, Solicitor-General, opposed 
Mr. Clarncy’s proposal on the ground that it 
would place the Zimesin the position of a de- 
fendant. .

Mr. Healy moved that no accused member of 
Parliament should be detained in prison under 
the Crimes Act during the sitting of the cem- 
mission.

Some comment was caused by an in- 
cidental statement by Mr.-Matthews to the ef- 
fect that there were many allegations in the 
* Parnellism and Crime” articles. in support of 
which 1t was possible no evidence would be ad- 
duced. 

At2 A. M. Mr. Labouchére moved to adjourn 
the debate. The motion was opposed by Mr. 
Smith, who appealed to the House to make 
further progress with the bill. Mr. Smith also 
asked if an understanding could be arrived at 
as to the heur to-morrow at which the bill 
could be read the third timo.

STRIKERS IN FRANCE. 

Paris, Aug. 7.—Seven arrests have been 
made at Amiens of persens concerned in the 
riot there yesterday. Four of the persons ar- 
rested are foreigners. The Mayor has issued an 
order forbidding the people to assemble under 
the penalty prescribed by the Riot act of 1848. 
The strikers comtinue the work of agitation, and 
another riot is feared. Troops guard the Town 
Hall and factories, and are patrolling the 
streets.

THE ‘BURSAR’S CHIEF . CLERK HAS 


“ ROBBED THE COLLEGE. 
Boston, Aug. 7.—Harvard College has.a 
defaulter in the person of Arthur Olmsted, for a 
number of years head clerk. in the Bursar’s 
office. He left for parts unknown on Thursday 
last, and on the day following Bursar Mason 
found that his accounts were not correct. An 
attempt was madeto hush it up, but when ex- 
amination showed that Olmsted had deliber- 
ately robbed the college and falsified his ac- 
counts during a period of several months, it 
was decided to capture and punish him if possi- 


ble. So far no clue to his whereabouts has been 
discovered. Mr. Mason, the Bursar, said this 
morning: 

“The defalcation is small in amount, and the 
college ia insured against loss. It was evident- 
ly Olimsted’s intention to take what he could 
get-hold of and leave. The only reason that he 
did not: get more was that the business of the 
office is virtually a cash one, and the practice of 
depositing clesely each day made it impossible 
for a large amount to be stolen. Olmsted 1s 27 
years old and has bern in the Bursar’s ollice six 
years, and up to this time had Verne, so far as 
was known in the oftice, a very good character. 
This act of his is a great surprise to all of 
us.. In the performance of his duties he was 
prompt in attendance, and apparently faithful, 
and there was nothing in his daily habits to 
show us that he was living an irregular and im- 
proper life. The last time [saw him was Thurs- 
day noon, when we closed the office at 1 o’clock 
for the day, and went to dinner. He has a 
wife and child at South Hanson. Olmsted’s 
salary was a little over $1,000 a year, and it is 
not know, that he was addicted todissipation of 
any kind.” 





CINCINNATI'S EXPOSITION. 


GOOD REASONS WHY THE ADMISSION 
PEE CANNOT BE REDUCED. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Aug. 7.—The Commis- 
Sloners of the Centennial Exposition have 
finally decided not to reduce the price of admis- 
sion from 50 to 25 cents. There has been a loud 
popular ¢all for a tworty-five-cent rate. The 
answer Of the Commissioners is that the present 
exposition is four times as large as any which 
have preceeded it with twenty-cent admissions, 
and the present fifty-cent admission therefore 


is quite as low as should be asked. 

More ,than that, a twenty-tive-cent rate 

would mear, they believe, a heavy deficit 

atthe close. It will require 2,000, admis-. 
sions at 50 cents each to meet the Exposition ex- 

penses. With a twenty-five cent ratethe number 

of admissions. would have to reach 4,000,000. 

That is, the attendance would need to be equal 

to one admission for every man, woman, ard 

child in Ohio with a million others from [Indiana 

and Kentucky. The exporience at previous Ex- 

positions has beer that about one-fourth of the 

visitors were from Cincinnati. Werea twenty-five 

cent rate adopted and the same proportion of 

attendance from city and country maintained 

it would be necessary for every man, woman, 

and child in,Cinciunati to visit the Exposition . 
three times in erder that expenses might be’ 
met. While these figures indicate clearly that 

the Mer sey of the Exposition cannet be met 

with the admission reduced to 25 cents, they 

also show almost as conclusively that —— will, 
be a heavy deficit even with a fifty-cent admis- 

sion. 

Thus far the admissions have fallen eonsider- 
ably short of paying daily expenses, with no 
allowance for the large investment in building 
and preliminaries.

IN MOURNING AT NONQUITT 


PREPARING 10 REMOVE GEN. 
SHERIDAN’S BODY. 

TO START ON THE JOURNEY TO WASH- 
INGTON THIS AFTERNOON—THE FU- 
NERAL SERVICES AT THE CAPITAL. 

Nonquitt, Mass., Aug. 7.—The only signs 
of mourning at Nonquitt to-day have been the 
flags at half mast upon the hotel and the cot- 
tage ef W. C. Taber. The place is always quiet, 
and the death ef Gen. Sheridan has not made it 
more so. 

This afternoon the arrangements for the fu- 
neral were completed, and this is what will be 
done: In the morning Gen. Sheridan’s body 
Will be dressed im the full-dress uniform of 
Lieutevant-General, which varies in some de- 
tails from that of General. The coat ia double- 
breasted, the buttons being arranged in alter- 
nate rews of three and four. Over the ceat, 
from the right shoulder to-the left hip, is the 
broad yellow sash of a General officer. The 
epaulettes are of gold bullion and fringe, with 
three stars on the shoulder pieces. The belt is 
of red turkey leather, richly embroidered with 
gold thread. This, with the General's hand- 
somely-mounted sword and chapeau witn black 
ostrich plume, will be placed on the cover of 
the coffin, the latter being enveloped in a large 
American flag, brought from Fort Adams in 
Newport barbor. 

At4e’clock in the afternoon the large side- 
wheel steamer Monohansett ef the New-Bedford 
and Martha’s Vineyard Line will arrive at the 
Nonquitt wharf for the purpose of conveying 
the body to New-Bedferd. There is semething 


in the way of sentiment in asing this particular 
boat, for she has a history which, briefly told, is 
that during the war of the rebellion she was 
taken into service by the Government, and 
when Gen. Grant took command of the Army of 
the Potomac she was his headquarters boat on 
the James River and Acquia Creek. In the state- 
room tken occupied by Gen. Grant are atill 
preserved many interesting relics of the 
great commander. The same boat, sev- 
eral years later, when Gen. Grant was 
President, conveyed him and his party ou 
@ Visit to John M. Forbes on his Island of Nau- 
shon, and thence to Cottage City and Nantucket. 
To-morrow she will convey to New-Bedford the 
mortal remains of Grant’s wost! herofc lieuten- 
ant. She will be commanded to-morrow by 
Capt. Charles Smith of the steamer Nantucket 
of the same line, who served as First Officer of 
the Monohansett when she was Grant's head- 
quarters boat. The old seldiers ef Nonquits 
2nd New-Bedford have arranged this bit of sen- 
timent, and a very pretty idea it is. 

On beard the Monohapsett when she arrives 
at Nonquitt will be. a delegation of the Loyal 
Legion, consisting of Col. William Brodhead, 
representing the New-York State Commandery; 
Capt. Johu. V. Lewis, representing the Ohio 
Commandery, and the following members of the 
Massachusetts Commandery, most vf whom will 
leave Boston on the 11 o’eleck train: Gen. 
Simon G. Griffin, Commander; the Hon. Henry 
Bb. Pierse, Senior Vice-Commander; Gen. Charles 
Devens, ‘Attorney-General under President 
Hayes; Col. George L. Gillespie, United States 
Army; Col. Joseph W. Gelray, United: States 
Army, retired; Capt. G. G. Greenough, United 
States Army; Col. Henry Stone, Major Edwin 
Dews, Lieut. Frederick 8. Gifford, Col. A. A 
Rand, and Dr. John H. Mackie. These gentle- 
men will receive the body on board the Mono- 
hansett and act as a guard of honor until it is 
placed upen the special train at New-Bedford. 

No religious or ether ceremonies will ba held 
at the cwttage. The body will simply be re- 
moved to Washington, where the funeral will be 
held. Mrs. Sheridan is desirous that there shall 
be as little pomp as passibie. Gen. Schofield 
will not be here, but will go to Washington to- 
morrow and there arrange for whatever mili- 
tary display is considered necessary. ‘The 
Washingten funeral will be a military one so far 
as the street pageant isconcerned. Here it will 
be a mixture of civic and military observance. 
At the cottage a short procession will be formed. 
It will. be headed by delegations from the two 
Grand Army posts of New-Bedford, six members 
of whieh will bear the rich and maasive coffin 
upon their shoulders. Following the coffin will 
be Mrs, Sheridan, leaning upoa the arm of Col. 
M. V. Sheridan. Col. 8. L. Blunt and Col. 8. C. 
Kellogg will come next, and they will be fol- 
lowed by Sisters Justinia and Urban. Fellow- 
ing these will be a delegation of Nonquitt 
friends of the family, consisting of Charles F. 
Bound, William C. Taber, Dr. Arthur Rieketsou, 
William Roach, John D. Monell, E. W. Hervey, 
Mr. Sands, B. M. Wilson, C. ©. Hawley, and W. 
H. Wingate. Therear of the procession will be 
brought up by Klein and Richard, the General’s 
faithful servants. 

in this order the procession will move, with- 
out music or display, across the broad lawn in 
tront of the cottages to the wharf, where the 
steamer will lie. Tne distance is not far from a 

uarter of a mile. Staterooms will be provided 
or Mre. Sheridan and her family, and at 5 
o'clock the steamer will start on her short trip 
to New-Bedford. She will be decorated with 
the flags and insignia of the Leyal Legion of 
Massachusetts, whieh will be brought from 
Boston, and it is probable that she will be es- 
corted by the United States steamer Despatch, 
which has been ordered here from Boston. 
The journey to New-Beaford will occupy 
45 minutes. At the steambeat wharf 
will be the speelal funeral train  fur- 
mished by President Choate of tne Old 
Colony Railread. It will consist of a baggage 
car—a cembination car—in which the body will 
rest, @ Pullman sleeper, and the Directors’ cur 
of the Penns¥ivania Road. On board the train 
will be a@ guard of regular troops from Fort 
Adams. The train will start at 6 o'clock, run to 
Taunton and thence to Walpole, which is the 
junction of the Old Coloney and New-York and 
New-England Roads. Hartford will be reashed 
about 11 o’eiock and the Harlem River about 2 
o’clock Thursday morning. Then the train will 
be run upon the sieamer Maryland and trans- 
ferred to the Pennsylvania Road at Jersey City. 

It is expected to arrive in Washington about 
noon on Thursday. There the military part of 
the funeral will besiv. The cefiin containing 
the bedy will be placed on a calsson, and, @s- 
corted by regular treops, will be taken to St. 
Matthew’s Church, if the repairs now boing 
made to that structure are completed in time. 
Ir not, St. Aloysius’s Church will be the place. 


“There tke body will lie until Saturday, uader a 


special guard, and it is probable that the public 
will be admitted to view it. On Saturday morn- 
ing mass will be celebrated by Father Mackin, 
and Cardinal Gibbonsjwill grant absolution. 
Subsequently, at the grave in Arlington Cem- 
etery, where the ceremonies will bse conducted 
by the Biskep-elect of Detroit, Cardinal Gibbons 
will consecrate the ground and deliver a brief 
funeral oration. The body will then be interred 
with military honors. 

Col. Blunt and Col. Kellogg of the General’s 
staff arrived here this ferenoon, and have been 
busy all day making ihe necessary arrance- 
ments. It is learned from them that Mrs. Sheri- 
dan.did not realize that her husband was dying . 
pntil his last breath was drawn. The blow was 
a cruelone. She had been led to believe by the 
doctors that her husband weuld get well, and 
his sudden death» was consequently a great 
shock to her. Col. M. V. Sheridan has worked 
like a Trojan to relieve her of every care. All 
Sunday night and Monday he labored, and then 
eought much-needed repose. To-day he looks 
fresher, but the blowisa heavy one for him to 


bear. 

The coffin in which the General is to be placed 
to-morrow is rich and handsome. It 18 made of 
red cedar, covered with black Broadcloth, and 
heavily draped with silk frinze and tassels. 
There are six massive silver handles, and the

Henry Sheridan, General, United States Army; 
born Mareh 6, 1831; died Aug. 5, 1888.” 

The Genera!’s four children will remain at 
Nonquitt under the care of Mrs. M. V. Sheridan 
and their governess. Next week Mrs. Sheridan 
will return to her bereaved home and spend the 
remainder of the season quietly at her cottage. 

A meeting of residents of Nonquitt was held 
in the ballroom of the hotel this morning. Ex-

and C. F. Bound of New-York acted as Secre- 
tary.

THE ‘COUNTRY AND ITS DEAD. 

AN ORDER FROM THE WAR DEPART- 
MENT—THE FUNERAL. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—The site of Gen. 
Sheridan’s grave in Arlington Cemetery was 
selected to-day by a committee consisting of 
Gen. MacFeely, Gen. Rueker, and Major 
Lydecker, in the open plateau on the crest of 
the hill upon which stands the old manor house, 
and to the right of it. 

Gen. Schofield telegraphed to the War De- 
partment to-day that Mrs. Sheridan desires that 
Gen. CG C. Augur, retired, be one of the pall 
bearers at her husband’s funeral. . ¥# 

There is said to be no foundation for the state- 
ment that no funds are available for the trans- 
portation of troops required to act as an escort 
for the body of Gen. Sheridan. The extension 


for two months of last year’s appropriation 
places at the disposal of the military author- 
ities one-sixth of $2,800,000, the transportation 
fund for last year forthe movement of troops. 
At tbe War Department it is said that this 
money can be used in connection with the 
funeral as well as any other movements of 
troops. The mileage appropriation was also ex- 
tended, and therefore there is an ample fund 
for the travel of the officers who are to be or- 
dered here. f 

The following general order was issued this 
afternoon:

With profound sorrow the Secretary of War an- 
aounces to the army that Gen. Sheridan died last 
evening at Nonquitt, in the State of Massachusetts. 
He was born March 6, 1831. Upon graduatin 
from West Point he entered the army July 1, 1863, 
as Brevet Second Lieutenant of the First Infantry. 
His first service was on the frontier of Texas; then 
in Oregon and California, engaged against 
hostile Indians in the Takema expedition 
and the defense of the Cascades. In 1361, 
having reached the grade of Captain in the 
Thirteenth Infantry, he was placed on duty as Chief 
Quartermaster and Commissary of the army under 
Maj.-Gen. Curtisin the Pea Ridge campaign, and 
subsequently as Quartermaster at Maj.-Gen. Hal- 
leck’s headquarters in the advance on Corinth, 
Miss. He was appointed Colonel of the Second 
Michigan Cavalry May 26, 1862; Brigadier- 
General of Volunteers July 1, and Major- 
General of Volunteers Dec. 31 of the same year, 
having participated with distinction in numerous 
engagements in the armies of the Ohio anid the 
Cumberland until April 4, 1864, whea he was se. 
lected to command the Cavalry Corps of the Aper 
of the Potomac, and subsequently the Middle Mill- 
tary Division ‘and the Army of the Shenandoah. 
For the gallantry, military 8kill,and courage dis- 

layed in the brilliant series of victories achieved 

y his army in the Valley of the Shenandoah, es- 
pecially at Cedar Run, he received the thanks of 
Congrese,and was appointed Brigadier-General of tho 
Army of the United States Sept. 20, 1864, and Nov. 
8, 1864, was promoted to i grt leone ing United 
States Army, ‘‘for the personal gallantry, military 
skill, and just confidence in the courage and patriot- 
ism of his troops displayed bv him on the 18th day 
of October at Cedar Run, whereby, under the biess- 
ing of Providence, his routed army was reergan- 
ized, a great national disaster averted,jand a briil- 
jiant victory achieved over the rebels, for the third 
time, in pitched battle, within 30 days.” In the 
final compaign, which resulted in ithe surrender of 
Gen. Lee’s army, he bore a distinguished part. 

Since the close of the war he commanied succes- 
sively the military division of the Southwest, the 
Gulf, the Fifth Military District, the Department of 
the Misseuri, and the Division ofthe Missouri. He 
Was appointed Lieutenant-General March 4, 1869, 
and assumed command ofthe army of the United 
States Nov.1, 1483. In recognition of his military 
services the grade of General was revived by Con- 

ress, to which he was appointed June 1, 1883. 

‘hese achievements placed him in the front rank 
of the great and successful soldiers of his time, 
and are recoguized and acknowledged at home 
and abroad, To the army his loss is personal and 
irreparable, but the work that he did and the as- 
sociations that cluater about kis name will be a 
grateful memory to its older and an inspiration to its 
younger officers. The message of the President, 
to-day sent to the Congress and people of the United 
States, is herewith communicated to the army. 

The flag will be placed at half staffat all military 
posts and stations, 17 minute guns will be fired on 
the day after the oe of this order, and the usual 
badges of mourning will be worn for 30 days.

A MAGAZINE ARTICLE WHICH GEN. 
SHERIDAN WROTE. 


Outside of his memoirs, which willbe 
published in December, it was not generally 





| known that Gen. Sheridan had written anything 


tor publication. Butit was yesterday reported 
that Charles Seribner’s Sons had procured from 
him an article for publication in their magazine, 
and upon inquiry at their office the report was 
verified. 

The article will be entitled ‘‘ From Gravelotte 
to Sedan,” and wiil appear in the November 


number of Scribner's Magazine, It is the only 
contribution ever made by Gen. Sheridan toa 
periodical, and covers a part of his career which 
it was impossible for any other pen than bis 
own to record. Gen. Sheridan's position as a 
non-combatant observer of the Franco-Prussian 
war, attached to the personal staff of the Ger- 
man Emperor as the invited representative of 
the United States Army, was a fact without 
precedent in American history. Tne General 
kept careful netes during the whole of the cam- 
paign and his other experiences in Europe, and 
the article promises to be of great. interest. 

The picture he gives is as vivid as the situa- 
tion was upusual. The article is written with 
the greatest spirit and force, in a concise and 
unpretentious but peculiarly clear style, which 
Sheridan hadin common with Grant. No one 
will wonder, after reading his accounts of the 
operations, with its shrewd and independent 
judgments of ferces which he neither under- 
estimated not omitted to criticise, that the Ger- 
man officers all acknowledged him at once as a 
master of his professiou. 

The personal side ef the article—his reminis- 
cences of the Prussian Jeaders—especially of 
Bismarek and von Moitke, is aiso of extraor- 
dinary interest. Bismarck talked to him 
with remarkable frankness of all subjects; and 
agood many facts about the iron Chancellor 
willappear for the firattime in this article. 
His confidence to Sheridan that all his 
early ambitions had been in the direction 
of a military life may have been made 
also to others; but probably not his 
deciaration that he began life with tendencies 
“all toward republicanism,” but that bis po- 
litical life had taught him to believe that Ger- 
many was not ‘“sufliciently advanced for 
republicanism.” The narrative abounds with 
charactoristia stories of both sides of Bismarck 
—from a capital description of his ye pare 
alone from his carriage with a pistol and olear- 
ing the streets of the village of Gorze, to the 
historical moment (which is described with 
wonderful vividness) when he Gismounted 
abreast of the carriage of the defeated Napoieon 
and “‘salnted the Emperorjin a quiek, brusque 
way which seemed to startle him.” 

his article does not deal with the military 
technicalities of the battles, except for occa- 
siohal signs of very shrewd observation, but is 
written upon a larger seale, as though the 
dramatic force of what he was watebing could 
not but get the better of the merely professional 
point of view. ‘This gives the story, perhaps, its 
greatest attraction, aud certain passages show 
# remarkable and unexpected power of word 
painting.

BIG RAFT, 


MAKING ITS SLOW PROGRESS THROUGH 
VINEYARD SOUND. 

CuatHam, Mass,, Aug. 7.—At 7 o’clock 
this morning the dense fog which had so long 
prevailed over the harbor lifted, and five min- 
utes later THE TIMES’s correspondent, who had 


been watching since daybreak, sighted 
about 10 miles east from Chatham 
Light the famous Leary raft under tow of 
the two powerful tugs Underwriter aad Ocean 
King m4 Page just preparing fora start over 
the shoals. With a catboat and a crew of two 
men the correspondent started out after the raft 
with a light breeze, and it was not until 
3:10 o'clock that the catboat bore down on the 
Underwriter, which was the windward tug. 
“ We are allright,” said Capt. Riley, in answer 
to the correspendent’s salutation, ‘and mak- 
ing about three knots an hour. She tows 
pretty hard. We left the north shore 
Saturday morning, and got down toward 
Poliosk Rip Monday morning about 8 o'clock, 
in @ thick feg, and bave been hanging around off 
here in the fog ever since, waiting for it to clear 
up. We shall now take a head tide up over the 
shoals, and our progress will be slow, but we 
hope to reach Vineyard Haven to-morrow morn- 
ne. ee we shalt get provisions and pro- 
ceed.” 

“We reported sighting: you,” said the cerre- 
spondent, “te your owners, at 7 this morning, 
when the fog cleared.” 

“Thank you. Then they knew we are all 
rigbt,’’ said the Captain. 

By this time we had drifted away from the 
tug down alongside the great raft, which is 
indeed a monster. It seemed inoredible that 
the ingenuity of man could put such @ thing 
together and launch it into the water in shape 
to be towed sately through a heavy sea sucha 
distance. The tugs each had a hawser made 
fast to the end of the raft, and were trying to 
pull alongside of éach other. The rafi weald 
occasionally yaw about so, however, that some- 

_ times the Ocean King would appear to be pulling 
almost at right angles with the Underwriter 
and asthey drew away from us up the channel 
the tide seemed to take the raft arouud ‘in spite 
of their efforts, 50 that it appeared to be goiug 
up nearly broadside to, with the tugs pulling 
vainly in both direotions. 

Two men were sitting complacently on the 
raft attending tothe lights, which were hung 
ferward and aft on what resembles shears. The 
raft is an immense mass of lugs, packed and 
bound together with iron bands. Asit plows 
slowly through the water it pushes the water 
roughly aside, and with a strong héad wind 
and sea it must make the water fly com- 
pletely ever it. The hawsers leoked badly 
chafed and worn. It must have been a 
greatrelief to Capts. Riley and Cantain to see 
the dense fog lift this morning after wait- 
ing off here so long, and knowing they were so 
near shoal water, when the raft would need 
almost tbe whole channel. When Tan

PirrspurG, Aug. 7.—Mr. W. G. Walter, a 
well-known flint glassware designer of this 
city, furnishes information of gross violation

To a reporter 
Mr. Walter said: ‘In last month’s issue of a 
German paper called the Dresden Gluss House, 
an advertisement appears offering 250 marks a 
week for three men to work in a Western Penn- 
syivania glass house. Two hundred and fifty 
marks is equal to $60 in our money, and when 
divided between the three mon, would average 
$20 per week, which is considered big wages, 
think the advertisement was inserted by a 
Philadelphia firm.” 

One of Mr. Walter’s workmen said he had told 
some of the members of the Glassworkers’ 
Union about the advertisement, but he did not 
think they would take any action in the matter. 
“ Why,” said he, “the importation of contract 
labor makes the employer and the workman 
Doth liable to severe punishment. It is probable 
that the om 7 if any one took the offer, are now 
at work; as it hhe been more than a month since 
the advertisement was pubiished.”

SIGNS 118 PRESIDENCY. ~ 
Cc. VAN HORNE ELEOTED TO SUC- 
OKED HIM—LEVI P. MORTON WITH- 
DRAWS AS DIRECTOR. , 

MONTREAL, Aug. 7.—At a meeting of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Directors to-day Sir 
George Stephen tendered his resignation as 
President, which was accepted, and W. Cs Van 
Horne, Vice-President, was elected in his stead. 
The resignation of Levi P. Morton of New-York 
was also acéepted, andthe Hon. Donald Mc- 
Innes elected in his place. No action was taken 
to-day in filling the Vice-Presidency. A circular 
was drawn up by Sir George Stephen to-day for 
distribution among sharehelders. In it are 
set forth the reasons for the 
stép he has just taken. He says: ‘“ From 
the time when I became a_ party 
to the contract with the Dominion Government 
for the construction of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. and consented to accept the position 
of President of the company it has always been 
my intention to relinquish the active chief con- 
trol of the affairs of the company as soon as the 
task which 1 then undertook should be accom- 
plished. This task was practically finished 
when the line was opened for traffic tnarough to 
the Pacific Ocean, ever two years ago; but at 
that time so much remained to be done toward 
the firm establishment of the enterprise and its 
future development and success, that in defer- 
ence to the wishes of my colleagues I oonsented 
to continue fora time in offices Warned now 
by the state of my health, finding that the 
severe and constant strain which I have 
had to bear. for the last eight years has unfitted 
me for the continuous and arduous duties of an 
ofticer in which vigor ana activity are essential; 
feeling the increasing necessity for practical 
railway experience, and believing that the pres- 


ent satisfactory and assured position of the 
company offers a favorable opportunity for tak- 
ing the step I have so long bad in contemplation, 
I have this day resigned the Presidency of the 
company which I have had the honor to hola 
since ite organization. in taking this step it may 
not be out ef place to say that my pecuniary in- 
terest in the enterprise remains undiminished, 
and thatthe welfare of the company is and al- 
ways must be to me a watter of the deepest 

essible interest. As member of the Board of 

irectors I will always be ready to aid and co- 
operate with my colleagues in everything calcu- 
lated to protect and promote the interests of the 
shareholders. 

“Tn resigning the position of President of the 
ome: it isto me a matter of the greatest 
possible satisfaction to be ableto say that in 
my successor, Mr. Van Horne, the company has 
aman of proved fitness for the office in the 
prime of life, possessed of great energy and rare 
ability, having along and thoroughly practical 
railway experiebce, and above all entirely de- 
voted to the interests of the company.

PORTLAND, Oregon, Aug. 7.—Work will 
be again resumed on the Oregon Pacific Rail- 
road, and this time under conditions which give 
promise of definite and very satisfactory re- 
sults. It has been officially announced that 
work will begin on the line east of Albany at 
once, and be prosecuted until the rainy season 
begins. Next Spring the line will be pushed 
eastward. William M. Hoag, Vice-President 
and General Manager of the road, has returned 
from San Francisco, and is now arranging for 


the beginning of work. The road is completed 
to a point 16 miles further east. This report 
revives interest in the attention the Chicago 
and Northwesterp Railroad has been showing 
the Oregon Pacitic. 

It is-well known that this company has been 
extending one of ita lines into Wyoming with the 
purpose, 60 it 1s said, of ultimately constructing 
the line toa junction with the Oregon Pacifio, 
which was to be then completea to a pointin 
Idaho, possibly Boise City.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Aug.’ 7.—The Ohio 
Millers’ Association’s Executive Committee to- 
day met the Local Freight Committee, repre- 
senting agents of the railways converging in 
Cleveland.

IMMIGRANT FARES REDUCED. 
DECISIVE ACTION BY THE TRUNK LINE’S 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

. The Executive Conimittee of the Trunk 
Line Asésoeiation met yesterday at 346 Broad- 
way and, somewhat contrary to expectations, 
deeided to reduce immigrant faresin Castle 
Garden in order te force the Lackawanna and 
Ontario roads back into the association. Before 
this was done, however, a resolution was offered 
“to the effeot that immigrant business be reap- 
portioned and adjusted from June1, 1887, This 
was opposed by Mr. Hegeman of the Laeka- 


wanna alone. «~n amendment was then offered 
to ames only that business which has come into 
the Garden since Aug. 1, this year, thereby giv- 
ing the Lackawanna Road the advantage of the 
great volume of business it had procured be- 
tween those dates, This was opposed also by 
Mr. Hegeman, who said that the Lackawanna 
pi gr to have its own agent in Castle Gar- 

enand to make its own srrangements with 


The Ontario refused to be longer controlled by 
the association unless all the trunk linea were, 
and as Mr. Hegeman’s answer was final the 
following resolution was submitted: 

Resolved, That, taking effect Are. 10, instant, im- 
migtaut fares be reduced to the basis of $5 from 
New-York and Boston to Obtoago. $4 50 from Phila- 
delphia to Chicago, and $4 40 from Baltimore to 
Chicago, adding thereto the net fares authorized b. 
connecting lines; that all inimigrant orders issu 
at these reduced fares be limit to 90 days from 
date of original contract with the purchaser, and 
that the Clearing House Committee be instructed 
to arrange details, and to make such immigrant 
fares from the several ports from time to time as 
may be found necessary and practicable for the pro- 
tection of all lines interested. 

All the nine lines of the Trunk Line Associa- 
tion were represented, and all voted in faver of 
the resolution except Messrs. Childs of the 
Ontario and Hegeman of the Lackawanna. 
It was supposed that a unanimous vote was re- 

uired in order tu reduce rates, but a law was 

ound whereby the committee was empowered, 

in cases of emergencies, to pass such a resolu- 
tion on a two-thirds majority. The resolution 
was, therefore, declared adopted. Mr. Childs 
previously’favored a resolution to submit the 
matter to the Presidents of the trunk lines, but 
it was voted down. 

When called upon by a TimESs reporter, after 
the meeting yesterday, Mr. Childs said:. ‘‘We 
will of course reduce our rateson Aug. 10, as we 
are bound to procure business if possible. We 
have no present intention of reducing them to 
less than those made by the association, nor is 
it likely that we will reduce fareson other than 
emigrant business.” The Lackawanna will also 
reduce its emigrant rates on Aug. 10. 

The trunk line people have decided te accent 
commissions for the sale of tickets to all points 
throughout the West and te give the immigrant 
the benefit of such commission. Thus rates will 
be redueed to all Western points on emigrant 
business. The Rate Committee will meet to-day 
to fix rates tothe different points other than 
Chicago. 


THREATENING WAR ‘OF RATES. 

Cuicaao, Ill., Aug. 7.—The annual meet- 
ing of fire engineers to be held at Minneapolis 
next week promises to demoralize passenger

INDIANS STILL STUBBORN. 


RESOLVED TO KILL THE FIRST ONE 
WHO SIGNS THE TREATY. 

St. PAuL, Minn., Aug. 7.—The Bismarck 
correspondent of the Pioneer Press writes: *‘An 
inside man from Standing Rock to-day says the 
Indians havé resolved in secret council 
to kill the first Indian that signs. This 
troublesome resolution makes it awk- 
ward for the first Indian to sign. He 
credits the Indians’ firm position to the bad 
adviee of the squaw-men and halfbreeds, They 
Jaid the foundation for the refusal He thinks 
1t would be well to make a elean sweep of these 
men at the other agencies before the Commis- 
sioners get around. It might be teo late now, 
as the lower agencies keep advised of the move- 
ments at Standing Rock by Indian couriers.” 

STANDING Rock AGENCY, Dakota, Aug. 
7.—No council has been held since Friday until 
to-day. In the council this morning there was 
no favorable change in the minds of the Indians. 


Each ofthe Commissioners in well considered and 
earnest addresses warned the Indiansof the bad 
results likely to occur in case of their refusal to 
accept the offer of the Government. Before the 
wevting of the couneil the Commissioners knew 
that it had been determined by the Indians to 
ohome,. In the opén council John Grass re- 
terated the determination of the Indians 
to refuse to sign either paper. Gall said his 
people would go home to-day. They started to 
leave, when Agent McLaughlip rose and ordered 
them to rewain, which they did, The Commis- 
missioners finally adjourned the council and told 
the indians to go home and attend to their 
crops, and the Commissioners would proceed to 
other agencies. When the Standing Rock people 
were wanted again notice would be given them. 
They then dispersed quietly, and set out for 
their homes. Every possible argument has 
been used to induce the Indians tocousent. It 
is certain that they had determined in their 
eouncils long before the arrival of the Commis 
sioners to reject the offer. Reports from the 
lower agencies are conflicting. The next agency 
Visited will be the Cheyenne River. 


Tucson, Arizona, Aug. 7.—The Star’s of- 
ficial advices from San Carlos Indian Reserva- 
tion says: ‘Gen. Miles is still here aud will 
probably remain until matters are settled. Two 
men came in to-day, leaving only seven who are 
undoubtedly on thereservation. They have com- 
mitted no depredation, either killing or stealing, 
except the resistance to being arrested 
by the scouts. Every precaution, however, 
has been taken to prevent any depredations and 
protect the people and interests of the Terri- 
tory. The first accounts were greatly exag- 
gerated, and what was called an outbreak was 
simply a slignt local disturbance connected 
with the interval administration of the agency. 
No Indians have at any time left the reserva- 
tion. 


Str. Louis, Aug. 7.—Late news from the 
Indian Territory says that a cempany of the 
Fifth United States Cavalry are now engaged in 
ejecting the non-citizens of the Chickasaw Na- 
tion who have resisted the payment of the 
cattle tax. Yesterday a large number of these 
men were sent across Red River into Texas with 
the injunction notto return. All their crops and 
other a were left behind, and will 
probably be a total iose to them.

FAOIURLES 10 START UP. 


THE FLINT GLASS WORKERS WILL BE _ 
MADE HAPPY NEXT WEER, 


PiTTsBurG, Aug. 7.—Arrangememts are 
being made in this city and throughout the 
country for a general resumption of work at the 
flint glass factories on next Friday. Nearly : 
all of the firms have given notifica- 
tion to their employes to report for 
duty on Monday. Many of the men have 
been enjoying their six weeks of rest at differ- 
ent fishing resorts. They have been returning 
this week, and all express themselvesias ready 
to start ia again for another year’s work. The 
start up-this year will be under specially favor- 
able conditions. One of the members of the 
Flint Giassworkers’ Union says that the prospect 
for every branch in their line of business is fiat- 
tering. The conditions under which the start- 
up will be made are as good as ever before and 
better than for several years past. Tite strike 
last year ran off the accumulated stock, and the 
indications are that orders will new be plenty. 

The last conference on the wages for last 
year is being held to-day. It is for the iron 
meld branches. There will probably be seme 
additions to the last list and corrections of typo- 
graphical errors. The tableware workers’ wages 
were agreed upon yesterday, the men being 
granted a slight advance in a few  in- 
stances. One of the workers stated to-day 
that the start-up would be made next 
week with a harmonious feeling existing be- 
tween employer and employe, and that there 
Was no reason why a successful run should not 
be made until next July. There will be about 
120 flint glass factories start. up on Monday. 
These will give employment to about 6,000 
men and boys, In about three weeks the win- 
dow glass factories will resume, and this will 
give employment to nearly 10,000 more men. 





THE IOWA INVESTIGATION. 

Des Morngs, Iowa, Aug. 7.—This was the 
last day in the Railroad Commissioners’ exam- 
ination. Commissioner Campbell was on the 
witness stand, being called to furnish fig- 
ures from which he obtained the esti- 
mates of the gross earnings of roads. 
He produced the Executive Council's 
pamphlet of valuation of railroads for 1887, in 
which is compiled the gross earnings of the 


roads for the several years from 1873, showing 
& steady inerease In earnings under the Granger 
law except in one year. Counsel wanted to 
know whether the diminished construction of 
railroads in Iowa during the period of Granger 
law wag not due to that enactment. The wit- 
ness thought the determination of those en- 
gaged in railroad management to get even with 
the people fer undertaking to.control railreads 
by legislation, kept them from extending their 
lines, A question followed concerning the 
increase of ae on the Rock Island Road, 
and the cause thereof, particularly as to 
whether the population ected it or not. 
The Commissioner did not think the popu- 
lation inereased proportionately to  ton- 
nage. The witness was further questioned 
as to values of railroad property 
as shown in the Commissioner’s report, based 
on the market in Wall-street and net earnings, 
and he had doubts asto the accuracy of the 
former basia, the variations as to different roads 
being so great. The witness examined various 
railroad reports to ascertain how many had failed 
te earn enough to pay operating expenses, in- 
terest, and rental, varying from 5 to13in the 
different years. This state of artfairs witness 
thought was due partially to rate wars and 
party to the building of unprofitable rail- 
roads. 

The counsel read a long extract frem a former 
report in which thé board spokeof demagogue 
shippers wanting rebates, &c., as improperly in- 
fluencing public sentiment, and asked witness 
whether the same met his approval. He said in 
part it did,

A DAY OF SURPRISES AT 
MONMOUTH PARK. 
BANSOM AND LITTLE MINCH CAPTURE 
THE 8TAKE EVENTS, BUT OUTSIDERS 
WIN ALL THE OTHER RACES. 
, More delightful weather for racing could 
not have been Imagined than was yesterday’s. 
Aftor the intense heat of the two or three pre- 
ceding days the air at Monmouth Park was 
delicious, and with a track in fair eendition, even 
though a trifle slow, and a generally good pro- 
gramme, there seemed nothing lacking to make 
the day an enjoyable one. To the erdinary 
spectator, or to the enthusiastic lover of the 
sport to whem winnings or losses are trifies 
| when the contests are hard fought and exciting, 
‘ft doubtless was. But to that large majority to 
‘whom success in piesing and backing the win-

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THE WHISKY TRUST. 


CLOSE OF THE INVESTIGATION BY THE 
CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE, 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—The House Com- 
mittee on Manufactures to-day resumed its 
inquiry into the Whisky Trust, Joseph B. Green- 
hut of Peoria, Ill, President of the Great West- 
ern -Whisky Trust, produced the articles of 
agreement among the 81 organizations forming 
the basis of the trust, and explained that all of 
the property and capital of the distillers were 
pooled and eertificates of stook were iasued, 
The organizations composing the trust are in 
Illinois, Ohie, Indiana, Wiscousin, and other 


Nertharn States. The preamble of the agree- 
ment recites that the purpose of the trust is to 
secure intelligent co-operation in the business 
of distilling spirits from grain and other mate- 
rial, malting, and the feeding of live stock, and 
for the sale ef the products in the home and 
foreign markets, p 

The agreement shows that the trust Is vested 
in nine Trustees, whese principal office is in the 
city of Chicago. The trust certificates are 
worth $100 each. The truat is to continue for 
25 years from the date of the agreement and 
thereafter continue until terminated by a vote 
of 66 2-8 per cent. in value of the holders of cer- 
titicates at a meeting called fer the purpose. 
The rest of the agreement 16 drawn up largely 
after the manner of that of the Sugar Trust, A 
board controls the operation of the trust. 

Mr. Greenhut explained that the organisation 
was a@ co-operative cencern, intended to insure 
intelligent, concerted action, but not to corner 
the markets. Once a month the Board of Trust- 
ees meets, examines the books, and, if circum- 
stances warrant it, declares dividends, Operat- 
ing under its general direetion are sub-boards to 
eontrol loeal work. Their officers were elected 
subject to the approval of the general board, 
which in this way maintained its control of the 
trust. Of the total annual output of the trust 
(40,000,000 gallons of spirits) about 15 

er cent. was eomsumed a8 a beverage, 

000,000 gallons were used in the arts, 
and the remainder im manufactures and wine 
fortification. The witness believed that from 
natural advantages, such ~ cheap fuel, grain, 
and other raw imateriagl, the domestic manu- 
facturer of spirits was {fully able te meet Eure- 
pean competition without, the aid of import 
duties, which, ip his opinion, were not necessary 
to enable our spirit makers te control the mar 
ket athome. Exclusive of the ‘“ moonshine” 
product, Mr. Greenhut believed that the asso- 
Clation eH pepers by himself made 85 er 95 

er cent. of the entire quantity of alcohol manu- 
actured in this country. 

Mr. Greenhut read a statement which he had 
repared for the information of the committee, 
t shows that $30,000,000 worth of trust certifi- 

eates have been issued and that since the for- 
Matien of the trust May 10, 1887, $873,296 in 
dividends have been pels. Since January, 1888, 
the monthly dividend has been one-half of 1 per 
cent. The necessity for the formation of the 
trust, 1t says, grow out of the fact that a large 
expert demand had sprung up in 1878 and had 
subsequently declined after many new distil- 
leries had been erected te meet this increased 
demand. The cause of the decline was a bounty 
given by the German Government on exported 
aleohol, allowing German -spiritsto underbid 
American-made goods. ete of the 75,000,000 
gallons annually predueed in this country 
40,000,000 are produced by houses in the trust. 
This fact, is says, in itself prevents excessive 
priees being eharged by the trust houses and 
compels them te depend for existence on intelli- 
gence and economy in the manufacture of their 
goods. The formation of the trust, it is further 
claimed, has prevented strikes among the coal 
miners and ceopers located near Peoria, and tes- 
timonials are submitted from the men in eor- 
roboration of the atatement that the truat has 
seueiien in steady, uniform, and fair wages to 
them. 

Representative Buchanan then asked: ‘Do 
you knew of any political contributions being 
collected, paid, or in any way made by this 
trust or by the corporations composing it?” 

Witness—No, Sir; we have not made contribu- 
tions to either party. 

The witness was & member of the National 
Protective Association, but said that the only 
purpose of the association was to cireulate lit- 
erature and furnish campaign speakers te com- 
bat the statements made by the Prohibitionists. 
Alcohol, the witness testified, was a superior 
artiele for heating purposes; it was cleanly 
and non-explesive. If there was no internal 
revenue tax It could be produeed and sold for 
18 to 20 cents per gallon, and, in the witnese’s 
opinion, it would, urless taxed, supplant gas 
and kerosene. This practically ends the investi- 
gation, 


A PASTOR IN TROUBLE. 


HE IS ARRESTED FOR AN ASSAULT UPON 

} A CRIPPLE. 

The Rev. E. C. Dutcher, Pastor of Grace 
Methodis» Church on Jersey City Heights, gave 
bail yesterday to Justice Orossman in Jersey 
Gity to answer & charge of having assaulted 
John Wannamaker, a erippled. boy, who had 
been acting as sexton of the ehurch. The bey 
went to the parsonage last Saturday morning 
and asked Mr. Duteher te let him use his scrub 
pail, Mr. Dutoher at first refused to let him 
have it, but finally eonsented. Aecording to 
the bey’s version, after he had sorubbed the 


church he opened the door of the parsonage and 
set the pail in the hall.

Dutcher had characterized her sen as a thief, 
and taking her boy with her went befere Justice 
Crossman and had a formal charge of assault 
preferred against.

THB GRAPH OBOPS. 


AN ABUNDANT SUPPLY ASSURED ALONG 
THE HUDSON. : 

Ronpovrt, N. Y., Aug. 7.—The outlook for 
the Concord grape crops along the Hudson Val- 
ley this Fall causes the producers to feel jubi- 
lant. The gross tonnage will exceed thatof any 
previous year, and the fruit promiges to be ex- 
ceptionally fine in quality. From returns re- 
ceived to-day from points between Cornwall 
and Catskill, a distance of over 70 miles along 
shore, and from loealities from ene to twelve 
wiles inland, on the west shore, and from Fish- 
killto Tivoli on the east bank of the Hudson 
River, it appears that fully 10,000 more tons 


of grapes will be marketed than during 1887, 
when the yield was considered a phe- 
nemenal one. The berries are large in 
size and the vines, all Summer long, have shown 
much vitality. Here and there what the grow- 
ers describe as “a new bug,” and, in instanees, 
‘black rot,” have wrought considerable havoc, 
notably so In portions of Orange and Ulster 
Counties, and large hailstones, whieh fell during 
the flerce electric storm of Saturday last, riddled 
® number of vineyards as though by grape and 
eanister, yet:the lozs sustained in the aggre- 
gate isa mere bagatelle when the magnitade 
of the crops that are maturing is taken int con- 
sideratien. 

Agents for wine-making houses in various 
parts of the country are now making tours of 
.the vineyards, and are purchasing tons of the 
green fruit to be delivered when ripe. The 
agents say the Concord, when blended with 
other varieties, makes an excelleat vintage, and 
that in the years tocome the Hudson Valley 
district may reasonably be expected to outrival 
the wine-preducing localities of California. The 
grewers, as a matter of ceurse, prefer to sell 
through commission houses their fruit for 
table use, but they realize that as the acreage 
is steadily increased new markets will have to 
be secured, or else wine making will have 
to be extensively engaged in. Arrangements 
are being made to ship vast quantities 
of Coucords this Fall to the Eastern States, 
where hundreds of tons of grapes were rapidly 
sold last season at remunerative rates. The 
market, however, in the futuré as in the past, 
will be New-York City, where the consumption 
,0f the grape preduct of the Hudson Valley is 
very large. The immensity of the business of 
raising Concords in this port of the eountry is 
juat beginning to be fully realized, and the 
marked increase in the acreage is undoubtedly 
due to the faet that the Concords have returned 
to the growers a handsome protit, and have 
never fajled to yield a crop. The other varieties 
of grapes will yield abundantly. 


THE FISHERIES TRBATY. 


SENATOR 





SHERMAN’S OPPOSITION TO 
ITS PROVISIONS. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—The Senate yes- 

terday resumed the consideration of the fisher- 

leg treaty in open executive session, and was 
addressed by Mr. Sherman in opposition to its 
ratification. In his remarks he said: 


Anything that tended to promote free commeroial 
intercourse—nay, anything that tended te preduce a 
union of Canada with the United States of America, 
4 would meet his hearty support. In his judgment the 

Dominion of Canada would be, within 10 years 
from this time, represented eitherin the Imperial 
Parliament of Great Britain or in the Congress of 
the United States, and in his opinion it would bein 
the Congress of the United States. He therefore 
favored the paitey of bringing about international 
exchanges with Canada of the freest character poasi- 
Seen something in the nature of a Zolivereia, 
which would relieve both countries from the neces- 
sity of establishing a line of Custom Houses and 
fortifications along the border, It would be the 
hoight ef nonsense, almost a crime against civiliza- 
tion, to establish such aline, Long before any need 
for fortifications would come the good sense of the 
two peoples would lead them to melt and mingle 
with each other, having 2 common heritage, a com- 
mon tie, and a common government. He weuld vote 
against the treaty, not because it might possibly 
bring about such a condition of affairs, but he wonld 
vote against it because he believed that it tended to 
erect a barrier and to prevent the very purposes 
sought to be accomplished by it. 

He wished to proceed further with his @isclaimer. 
He wished to say that he did not regard the treaty 
asa party question nor as a sectional question. 
Neither was it an Irish question, nor was the oppo- 
sition toit ‘fishing for, Irish votes.” There was 
nothing more unfounded than such acharge. He 
believed that thore was a general sympathy with 
the Roope of Ireland, uot only in the Senate Cham- 
ber, but among all the people of ihe United States. 
There wasa general sympathy with the Irish peo- 
ple in their struggle for home rule. at 
was the eneral sentiment in the United 
States, but the people of the United States were not 
going to fightaboutit. They were not going to in- 
volve themselves in a controversy with Great Brit- 
ain in respect to a matter over which they had no 

urisdiction. The hope of the Irish people to get 

ome rule was in the Liberal Party of England, in 
the workingmen of England, in the great statesmen 
of England, Gladstone and others. The great Me 
ot homerule had to be obtained by the consent of the 
British Parliament. 

Mr. Sherman then proceeded to discuss the de- 
taila of the pending treaty. He regarded the fif- 
teenth section of the treaty (allowing the free im- 
seb of Canadian fish and fish oil) as a surren- 

er of the right of the United States to levy taxes on 
imported goods as an insult to the United States. 
There was notin the histéry of diplomacy se one- 
sided atreaty between two great and powerful na- 
tions. Such a treaty seemed him to to be disgraceful 
to American diplomacy. That expression would 
perhaps be too strong; but certainly such a treaty 
was the most unfortunate cencession that could 
be made by any Administration, and he deeply re- 

retted that Mr. Bayard had ever signed his name 

o it. The fifteenth section of the. treaty was o 
Siamese twin to the Mills bili, and both ougbt to ba 
debated together. The treaty mish be considered 
as a simple supplement to the Millis bill. It was in 
pursuance of a line of policy to which the Dem- 
ooratic Party was daily becoming more and more 
committed, and which would surrender all the great 
industries of the country to undue competition with 
foreigners. 

Another bugbear mentioned by the Senator from 
Alabama (Mr. Morgan) was an intimation that the 
two countries wore going to war about this matter; 
and Republicans were asked what they would do if 
they came into power, His (Mr. Sherman’s) answer 
was that they would send, politely, their plenipo- 
tentiary to the British Government to communipate 
to that Government in the kindest and freest man- 
ner their discontent with the abortire agreement 
made by Mr. Bayard. They would atate respectfully 
the grounds of the difficulty, and say that, while 
they were willing to make concessions as to 
local jurisdiction along the coast, so as to meet 
the changed ideas of the times, they wanted for 
that concession and that surrender, the same priv- 
ileges that were granted to all the people of the 
world exoept the fishermen of the United States. 
He would like te see any British Government resist 
such ademand. He did not believe that any Eng- 
lish Ministry that resisted itcould continue a mont 
inpower. Any man who desired war in this day 
and generation was a lunatic. Any man who desired 
war between the United States and Great Britain 
wasamadman. The two nations would settle this 
controversy as they had settled so many others. 
It the treaty were rejeoted the matter would 
stand as it did in 1888, under the treaty. of 1813. 
Andif only the President of the United States 
would with moderation exercise the powers con- 
ferred upon him by the law authorizing retaliation, 
there would be no trouble. Whenever Great Britain 
or any of her dependencies excluded American fish- 
ermen from their Ly of hospitality in their ports 
the President should do the like with Canadian fish- 
ermen in Americar ports. Ifthe Canadians weuld 
not sell coal to American fishermen, the same 
course should be pursued to Canadian fishermen. If 
this were done quietly, modestly, and earnestly 
there would not be much longer any trouble in the 
matter.

OAUGHT AFTER A LONG CHASE. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Aug. 7.—William, 
sen of John H. Nutting of this city, was arrest- 
ed here this morning by Office Atkins of the city 
police on a warrant charging him with killing 
Thomas Meehan in Ayer en Desoration Day by 
inflicting wounds from which Meehan dieda 
few weeks ago.

Meehan made 
an insulting reply, and struck Nutting in the 
face, and Nutting returned the blow, which seome 
weeks later produced death Nutting says he 
did not Know Meehan was dead er that the offl- 
cers were on his track as the slayer. The last 
time he saw Meehan he appeared as well as 
ever, and was seated among a group of railroad 
men. Nutting had iust obtained a job hero 
switching for the Boston and Albany Road. The 
charge is manslaughter. The prisoner was 
taken this noon to Ayer by the State detective. 





DEATH BY SCALDING. 

SaLem, Maas., Aug. 7.—At the tannery of 
Thomas E. Proctor this morning George N. M1!- 
ler, a temporary watehman, fell into a yat of hot 
liquor, and, although quickly taken out, the 
flesh was literally boiled and burned from the 
benes by the acid, and he died about noen.

Poor Mr. Harrison js. practicing upon the 
second fiddle with a degree of assiduity 
which shows his perfect understanding and 
acceptance of the réle assigned him in the 
canvass. He took up the instrument on 
Monday, the occasion being the arrival in 
Indianapolis of the Kansas City Blaine 
Club.on its way to welcome the uncrowned 
King, and played.a merry air. He thanked 
the club for the ‘‘compliment” of its 
visit, and alluded to the ‘ enthusiasm” 
awakened by the coming of that ‘‘match- 
less defender of Republican principles, 
JAMES G..BLAINE.” It is quite the proper 
thing for Mr. Harrison to abase himself 
before Mr. BLarnz, but it*will never do to 
call him a “defender of Republican princi- 
ples.” The greatest of all Republican prin- 
ciples was set forth by the great-council of 
the party in Chicago in these words: ‘‘ We 
favor the entire repeal of the internal reve- 
nue taxes rather than ‘the surrender of 
any part of our protective system.” 
But Mr. Buarne, in. his. Paris message, 
declared that ‘‘other considerations than 
those of financial. administration are to be | 
taken into-account with regard to whisky. 
There is a moral side to it. To cheapen the 
price-of whisky‘is:‘to increase its consump- 
tion enormously.” And in his letter to the 
Philadelphia Press in 1883 Mr. BLAINE said: 
“Itis wiser'to tax whisky than to tax farms 
and homesteads.” This isnot defense. It is. 
attack; itis a distinct rejection ofthe car- 
dinal principle of the party. As well call 
Mr. Bos INGRRSOLL a Defender of the Faith. 
But Mr. HarRRIson in hissolitude at Indian-/ 
apolis will have abundant leisure to study 
the principles of his party and the utter- 
ances of his master and we may expect to 
see him avoid in the future such unfortn- ; 
nate mistakes as that.he made on Monday. 








So far.as we have seen, the practical ap- 1 
plication of the Republican platform has 
not yet been undertaken in sober earnest 
save by the New-York Tribune. Some days 
ago that journal suggested that if the Sen- 
ate really wanted to legislate on the tariff 
in a way to avoid its charge of ‘“‘ buncombe” 
it should put a prohibitory duty on tin 
plates.

We do not know if the 
Senate will adopt this suggestion, but if it 
does, no good Republican can quarrel with it.

Mr. Kettry and other gentlemen who 
have tried to make political capital out of 
the alleged existence of a Whisky Trust in 
Kentucky, which exerted great influence 
upon tariff legislation through the agency 
of members of Congress from that State, 
may now be enlightened by the official rec- 
ord of a House committee; for the Commit- 
tee on Manufactures has at last reached the 
real Whisky Trust, that operates eighty-one 
distilleries, not in Kentucky; but “in Illi- 
nois, Ohio, Indiana, Wisconsin, and other 
Nerthern States.” Its office is in Chicago, 
and: its largest distilleries are in Peoria. 
This Trust was formed, as we ex- 
plained some months ago, upon the 
plan used by the Sugar Trust, the 
Standard Oil Trust, and the Linseed Oil 
Trust. Its officers admit, as the testimony 
shows, that the eighty-one distilleries are 
directly controlled and pperated by the 
Board of nine Trustees. They deny that 
the Trust or its subordinate corporations 
have contributed money for the support of 
any political party. It is announced that 
the inquiry concerning combinations in the 
whisky trade is now closed. I should be 
continued. The committee can easily dis~ 
cover that this Peoria ring has shame- 
fully oppressed and coerced distillers who 
refused to surrender their independence. 
It can show in this case, as it could have 
shown in the queer report to which we 
recently directed attention, that such com- 
binations are in violation of law, dre con- 
trary to public policy, and are guilty of 
outrageous conduct toward those who are 
unwilling to submit to their rule. 








A South African confederation is among 
the things which some English observers 
seem to be looking forward to as the result 
of political crystalizations in the various 
countries north of the Cape of Good Hope. 
England has succeeded in getting a pro- 
tectorate over a large area of territory ad- 
joining the Transvaal and Bechuanaland; 
but the new republic ceded from Zululand 
by DrinizUuLv four years ago in return for 
aid given him by the Boers in war with a 
rival, has now voluntarily united itself to 
the Transvaal. This is considered a sign 
that the Orange Free State will sooner or 
later link its fortunes with the Transvaal. 
There is just now a very brisk rivalry be- 
tween England, Portugal, and Germany in 
that part of Africa to extend their terri- 
torial acquisitions, as if they were afraid to 
allow the region to work out its own 
political destinies. 

PRESALE RLS, BOS LAME OEE TL 
THE COMING OF BLAINE. 

Mr. BLAINE will havea ‘“ royal” welcome 
to-day, as befits an uncrowned King. The 
Republican,Party will honor the man their 
convention dared not nominate. Every 
organization that is within reach will lend 
its energies to produce a manifestation of 
affection and admiration such as no other 
aman in the party could command, or would 
venture to expect. The National Repub- 
lican Committee, the State Committee, the 
local committees, the Republican League, 
and scores upon scores of clubs from.all 
parts of the country will join in the most 
impressive ceremonies the managers can 
invent to show ‘how they regard the fore- 
most man of their party. It is entirely 
natural and appropriate that they should 


| do so. Mr. BLAINE does lead his party, he 


furnishes it with ideas, he is fitted to carry 
out its policy, if it come into power he 
will carry it out, varyingitfrom time to 
itime as his sagacity may suggest. 

If it be asked why, if he stands so con- 
spicuously and beyend question in this re- 
lation to his party, he is not its candidate? 
we have indicated the answer. The con- 
vention dared not nominate him. With a 
. stronger personal following and a more con- 
trolling influence than any other man in 
the party, he was an impossible candidate. 
‘The great mass of the party—let us say 
ninety-five out of. every hundred—idolize 
‘him. The rest distrust or despise him, and 
their defection would have been at once in- 
evitable and fatal. He put his strength to 
‘the test at Chicago. Couldhe have had the 
unanimous and deliberate support of the 
convention, had he received the sugrender of 
all the other aspirants to the nomination, lay- 
ing their pretensions at his feet, acknowl- 
eding that he alone could lead them to vic- 
tory,-and begging him to come over and save 
the party, he wouid be the candidate to- 
day. Thetest was a perfectly wise one to 
‘apply. That was the only possible condition 
of success at the polls, and though with 
that his chances were desperate, without 
that they were nothing. He failed. After 
a week of hard work, of cunning intrigue, 
of servile petition and truculent threatening, 
he failed. It was plain that the opposition 
was, however weak in numbers, 1mplaca- 
ble and wholly equal to the task of con- 
signing him to a humiliating, a crushing, 
and final defeut in the election. He ac- 
cepted the inevitable. His final dispatches, 
so like the author, of “burn this letter,” 
were, as he directed, “used wisely,” and he 
renounced the prize that he knew would 
bring him only labor, anxiety, expense, and 
ruin. 

He remains, however, the representative 
‘man of his party, the leader whose will is 
‘law, who swaysthis followers with the 
deepest sympathy, and on whom its 

fature of his party depends more 
then on; any other man or on any 
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characteristics of the unnominated candi- 


date has no more voice in the councils of 
‘his party than he has influence upon its 


thought and sentiment or hold upon its 
affection and respect. When Mr, BLAINE 
after his arrival opens his lips to speak, the 
party organs from Oregon to Maine will 
hang upon his utterances. The great party 
that. was born of individual conviction and 


carried on its majestic career by the force 


conscience awaits his 
speeches as an army awaits the bugle notes 
that announce the time and the char- 
acter of its movement. And the most 
striking, the most instructive feature of 
this remarkable situation is that no one of 
allthe active menof his party, not one 
from the corps commanders to the file 
leaders, has any idea what Mr. BLAINE will 
say, toward what point he will. direct his 
followers, or by what route. None of‘them 
expects or desires from him a statesman’s 
call to duty, a clear detinition of policy or. 
of principle.” After thirty years in public 
life, @n which his name is unconnected with 
a-single great measure, it would be folly to 
look for this, What. they want of him and 


what he will try to give them is a “cry,” 


an ingenious and telling form of words that 
can be relied on to arouse the now torpid 
party spirit, a new form of assault, not too 
closely regardful of the truth, upon the 


{ opposing party. 


We have seen indications that some 
minds among the Democrats look forward. 
with uneasiness to Mr. BLAINE’S speeches 
and to his influence on the canvass. They 
need not. The more prominent the man 
makes himself the more clearly the relation 
of his party to him will become; the more 
completely cléar this is the more certain it 
is that the sober common sense of the peo- 
ple will reject both the party and the lead- 
er. The situation is stronger than Mr. 
BLAINE. It has evolved forces in public 
opinion with which he is powerless to deal. 
His advantage was far greater in 1884 than 
it is now, and he will fail now worse than 
he then failed. He has come home to pluck 
the honors of the campaign from Mr, Har-¥ 
RISON. He will only secure another lesson 
in the humiliation of defeat. 








SENATOR SHERMAN’S CONSISTENCY. 

The speech of Senator SHERMAN on the 
fisheries treaty delivered in the Senate yes- 
terday was in striking contrast with those 
of his party associates which had preceded 
it. It wascalmin tone and in favor of a 
peaceful solution of all difficulties with 
Great Britain or Canada. The speech was 
largely thade up of disclaimers. Mr. SHER- 
MAN disclaimed any feeling of hostility 
toward Great Britain or Canada and recog- 
nized the services of the former to the prog- 
ress of civilization and the many reasons 
why we should maintain friendly relations 
with her. He disclaimed any desire to 
work upon the prejudices of Irish voters or 
of any class or section, and even declared 
that he approached the subject in no parti- 
san spirit. In temper and tone the speech 
was altogetheradmirable. We simply wish 
to point out one glaring inconsistency in 
Mr. SHERMAN’S position. 

He said that he regarded the United 
States and Canada as twin sisters, and 
indicated their common traits and com- 
mon interests. He believed thatthe closest 
commercial relations were for their mutual 
advantage. Anything, he said, that tended 
to promote free commercial intercourse, 
anything that tended to produce a union 
of Canada with the United States would 
meet his hearty support. He favored the 
policy of bringing about international ex- 
changes with Canada of the freest charac- 
ter possible, the abolition of all barriers be- 
tween the two countries. Although he did 
not use the term, what he really advocated 
was free trade between the United States 
and Canada. 

When he finally came to the considera- 
tion of the pending treaty he directed his 
attack wholly against the fifteenth section, 
which he said proposed to surrender the 
right of the United States to levy taxes on 
imported goods and was an insult to the 
country. The fifteenth section, he said, 


-was a Siamese twin to the Mills bill, and 


both ought to be debated together. It 
might be considered as a simple supplement 
to the Mills bill. It wasin pursuance of a 
line of policy that would “ surrender all the 
great industries of the country to undue 
competition with foreigners.” This is sim- 
ply laughable, coming after Mr. SHERMAN’S 
avowalin favor of the freest possible com- 
mercial intercourse with Canada as a bene- 
fit to both countries. 

What is.the fifteenth section of the 
treaty ? Itsimply provides that whenever 
the United States shall remove the duty 
from the fish and the fish products of Can- 
ada, the like products of the United States 
shall be admitted into Canada free of duty, 
and our fishing vessels shall have the privi- 
leges for which they have contended of 
buying provisions, bait, and all supplies and 
ovtiits in Canadian ports, of transship- 
ment of their cargoes for transport by 
any means of conveyance, and of shipping 
crews in those ports. It would establish 
reciprocal trade between the United States 
and Canada in the single matter of fish and 
their products. Even that is left entirely 
dependent upon the voluntary action of our 
Congress in taking the initiative. And yet 
Mr. SHERMAN, fast after qdvocating recip- 
rocal trade in all the products of the two 
countries, declares that this would be in 
the line of a policy that would surrender 
all the great industries of the éountry to 
undue competition with foreigners. - 

If the fifteenth section of the treaty isa 
Siamese twin to the Mills bill, a simple sup- 
plement to it, what is Mr. SHERMAN’S prop- 
osition to do away with all duties in the 
commercial intercourse between this coun- 
try and Canada, and’ make’ it absolutely 
free? There isno surrender to the compe- 
tition of foreigners in the one case that 
would not be included and vastly extended 
in the other. Not only is the Senators 
opposition tothe fifteenth section uttegly 


‘inconsistent with his advocacy of free 


trade, or, if he prefers the ox- 


pression, free commercial intercourse, 


with Canada, but his advocacy of. that 


‘policy is utterly inconsistent with his oppo- 
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‘ 


elsewhere, and hig proposition contemplates 
a complete removal of all duties upon im- 
ports from Canada. Mr, SHERMAN cannot 
frame an argument in support of that prop- 
osition which would not apply with equal 
force to trade with other countries. In 
advocating free commercial intercourse 
with Canada he throws away his protection 
argument altogether. 








THE CANAL AT PANAMA, 
Atameeting of the shareholders of the 
Panama Canal Company, held in Paris on 
the 1st inst., M. Det LESSEPS again ptomised 


that the canal would be opened for traffic 
in 1890. . Our correspondent at Panama re- 


000 allowed for the company’s expenses in 
the last fiscal year, which ended on June 
30, almost $39,000,000 had been spent, and 
that about $2,000,000 more was required 
for expenses of that year that had not been 
met. The annual expenses for interest and 
the cost of administration are about 
$20,000,000, or as much as the sum set 
aside for the work of excavation. Under 
the provisions of the law passed by the 
French Congress: the company recently at- 
tempted to borrow $140,000,000, but suc- 
ceeded in selling only $56,000,000 worth 
of bonds. It was‘bound to invest $24,000,- 
000 in Government bonds as secnu- 
rity for the subscribers, and we 
showed some weeks ago that after 
setting aside so much for that purpose, ac- 
counting for old bonds received in ex- 
change for new, repaying temporary loans, 


meeting the cost of negotiation, the com- 
pany would have not much more than 
$12,000,000 available for use on the isth- 
mus, even if the subscriptions should be 
paid at once. In fact, they are due in 
seven installments, the last of which will 
not be due until November, 1889. As 
$20,000,000 is required annually for in- 
terest, dividends, and expenses of admin- 
istration, to say nothing of the cost of 
work on the canal, itis difficult to see how 
the company can long avoid that “ liquida- 
tion” which the foremost financial journal 
of France deglares to be near at hand. 

Having failed to place three-fifths of 
the bonds issued under the new law, the 
company appears to be unwilling to make 
the required investment in Government 
securities. When amember of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies deelared to his associates 
on the 18th ult. that up to that time the 
company had invested no money in such 
securities, to serve as a redemption fund 
as required by the act, and sought to pro- 
cure from the,Government some informa- 
tion as to the course it intended to pursue 
with reference to this matter, the Chamber 
voted to postpone consideration of the ques- 
tion for one month. This action really 
caused a delay of three months. 

Among those who have had opportunities 
to become familiar with the work of the 
company onthe isthmus is Dr. WoLFRED 
NELson, ‘to whose statements we have 
sometimes referred in the last two or three 
years.; The Montreal Gazcite of a recent 
date contains a letter from Dr. NELSON, 
which shows how some of the millions 
taken from deluded French investors have 
been thrown away. He says: 

“Iu my earlier letters from Panama I dwelt 
upon the quantity of useless and wasted ma- 
chinery ‘along the line of the canal.. A huge 
graveyard of machinery exists at Tavernilla; 
abeut midway between’ Colon and Panama. 
Some five years ago a great space was freed 
from tropical jungle, sidings were put in, and no 
6nd of machinery put up, such as transporleurs, 
grues, and the like, fer the handling of earth, 
rock, &«. All of these were on wheels, made to 
move on linesof rail WhenlI left Panamain 
April, 1885, lines of such material stood in the 
open, just opposite the stopping place at Taver- 
nilla, on the line of the Panama Railway. I saw 
it there in 1886, when I saw M. DE LESSEPS 
on the isthmus inspecting canal plant under 
the spiritual guidance of a German Bishop, M. 
THIELL of Costa Rica. During my late visit 
to the isthmus I looked for this machinery 
much as ene looks for old friends, i. ¢., curious 
to know how they aregettingon. AtfirstsightI 
thought the machines had been removed. A 
closer inspection showed a young forest of 
tropical undergrowth. Literally they were 
grown in, and save their smokestacks no part 
of them was visible. The latter were festooned 
with graceful spirals of tropical creepers. That 
machinery was old style, good for the sands of 
Suez, no doubt, but useless for the isthmus. 
Without the slighest knowledgo of the country 
it was sent out. This huge quantity of ma- 
chinery never has been under steam for werk- 
ing purposes. Shipload after shipload of such 
machinery. was discharged at Colon, carried 
from the Continent at $10 a ton. It cost a 
great deal to take it ont to the line of the 
canal. Then it had to be erected at great 
expense, never to be used. Quite recently 
some enterprising Americans in Colon 
bought a shipleoad of unused and used 
machinery for old metal. After the vessel had 
been loaded it was found that part ofa valua- 
ble engine had got in by mistake. Company 
claimed it. Purchaser refused to unload, and 
as the company would not pay demurrage the 
vessel cleared. Time and again machinery has 
been sold for ballast. The company takes credit 
for $30,000,000 worth of machinery. An en- 
gineer informed me that two-thirds of it is 
absolutely useless. Trains of dumping cars are 
hidden in the rank grasses. A whole siding of 
locomotives has been lost to sight. In the canal 
basins at Colon all kinds of vessels may be seen, 
steam tugs, steam launches, barges, boats, &e., 
abandoned and useless, some partly submerged 
—a marine graveyard.” 

This interesting picture suggests the ex- 
travagance, waste, and mismanagement 
that have swallowed up so great a sum of 
the savings of industrious people in the 
French provinces.

Hence there is not 
even the excuse of self-interest for what 
Italy must regard as a dog-in-the-manger 
objection. Evenif there be a good basis 
for the point made by M. GoBLET as to 
Italy’s violation of her former implied 
pledge of refraining from territorial exten- 
sion, if would be more fortunate for France 
The 
republic just now is greatly in want of 
friends among neighboring nations, and 
her action seems constantly fated to

Italy establish herself on the Red Sea, it 
would seem that the interests of France 
will not be greatly prejudiced thereby. 

The formal announcement of the raising 
of Italy’s flag at Massowah is what might 
have been expected from the events of the 
last four years; and, considering her outlay 
of money and trouble since she took from 
England’s hands the charge of affairs at 
that port, it cannot be called cheaply 


bought. It was in the Spring of 1885 that 
she first proposed to aid England in her 
struggle with the rebels of the Soudan; and 
in the course of the same year she proposed 
to send troops to occupy Assab on the Red 
Sea. The negotiations for this purpose 
were somewhat obscure, but the practical 
result was that the Italians established 
themselves in Massowah, while England 
evacuated the Soudan. There had been 
some vague talk of an Italian expedition 
toward Khartoum, but in the end the 
Italians occupied themselves in strengthen- 
ing the works of the island on which 
Massowah is situated and those of the 
main shere opposite. 

King JouN of Abyssinia has always, like 
his predecessor, claimed sovereignty over 
this shore of the Red Sea, and it seems hard- 
ly just to shut him up behind his mountains 
without an outlet on the coast. Still, so 
far as its history goes, the port of Masso- 
wah can in no sense be said to belong to the 
Abvssinians, except in its geographical re- 
lations. It came under the possession of the 
Turks more than three centuries ago, and 
they and Egypt have held it most of the 
time since. England established herself 
there in virtue of her intimate relations 
with Egypt, and Italy’s substitution for 
England, with the latter’s consent, however 
irregular, did not inflict additional injury 
upon Abyssinia. But the Italians during 
the year 1886, not content with occupying 
the port and the opposite shore, began to 
establish advance posts further and further 
in the interior, until they reached the foot of 
the hills leading up to the elevated plateau 
forming King JoHN’s unquestioned domains. 
This persistent encroachment irritated the 
Negus, who, on the refusal of the foreigners 
to withdraw, sent against them his best 
General, Ras Atutu. The latter was re- 
pulsed in his first attack, toward the end 
of January, 1887, but the following day 
fell upon reinforcements marching to the 
relief of Gen. GENE’S troops and slaughtered 
them. The result was the withdrawal of 
the Italians to Monkulla, near the coast, 
whence it would be easy to retreat to the 
protection of the fleet and the guns of 
Massowah. 

The French have always admitted that 
Italy must vindicate her prestige- by pun- 
ishing the Abyssinians for this presump- 
tion; but they insisted that after this was 
accomplished, the Italians ought to retire, 
precisely as they insisted that the English 
at the earliest moment should retire from 
the occupation of Egypt. What has actually 
happened is precisely contrary to this ex- 
pectation and wish. The Italians, after ac- 
cumulating a large army during 1887 at 
Massowah under Gen. SAN MARZANO, ad- 
vanced early this year to the positions 
from which they had previously been driven, 
and then a little beyond; but to universal 
surprise, after a few exchanges of shots by 
their skirmishers with the outposts of King 
JOHN’S army, they marched back to: Masso- 
wah and largely re-embarked for Italy, 
while King JOHN simultaneouly marched 
toward his own capital. This was a sensi- 
ble step for both to take, but it cannot be 
called a vindication of Italy’s prestige; and 
now, instead of giving up Massowah, Italy 
proposes to hold it permanently, probably 
under an understanding in that conference 
with King JoHN which produced the mut- 
ual retrograde of their armies. 

But while the course of Italy has been ex- 
traordinary, both in the original occupation 
of Massowah and in her subsequent opera- 
tions, it hardly seems practicable for 
France to prevent her present move. Aus- 
tria’s acquiescence is announced; Ger- 
many’s can be safely presumed; England’s 
can probably becounted upon from Italy’s 
co-operation with her three years ago; Tur- 
key made over her rights to Egypt, who is 
of no account. A diplomatic protest which 
is not sustained islikely to offend without 
being of any avail. 








The bronze statue of Gen. G. K. WARREN, 
by GERHARDT, which isto be unveiled to- 
day on Little Round Top, is a fitting tribute 
to one of the foremost of New-York soldiers 
in the Union army. A combination of per- 
sonal gallantry with professional learning 
and skill must make WARREN forever a 
memorable figure in the war; and an ele- 
ment of pathos is added by his fate, doomed 
as he was to live and die under a cloud of 
reproof, after four years of valuable and 
often brilliant service. That, however, is a 
reflection which need not enter into to- 
day’s memorial exercises, His statue is 
to stand on the hill which proved the 
key point of the Union lines at Gettysburg, 
and which his military instinct and aban 
tude seized and saved for the Union cause 
in the nick of time. No one can say how 
great was the service then rendered by 
WARREN to the country; but it is nqt ex- 
travagant to declare that it was connected 
with the very fate of this greatest of the 
battles of the war, and hence withthe cause 
of the Union itself. Even had WARREN 
done nothing but this it would have estab- 
lished his claim to the undying gratitude of 
his countrymen. Competent historians have 
uniformly done justice to this act of his ata 
critical moment, and now it is altogether 
fitting that his statue should be placed on 
the spot thus immortalized. 


The ‘thigh man in Pekin,” who is talk- 
ing of putting the army and navy of China 
into condition to tight Great Britain upon 
the Chinese exclusidn question, is evidently 
indulging in a game of bluff.

NOTED MEN OF THE COUNTRY WILL 
DISCUSS THE LAWS. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Aug. 7.—Noted lawyers 
are arriving by every train to attend the first 
annual meeting of the National Bar Associa- 
tion, which is composed of delegates represent- 
ing the State, county, and city Bar Assoviations 
of the country. This association, formed in 
Washington last Spring in order, as set forth in 
its constitution, ‘‘ to promote the unificazion, so 
far as practicable, of the laws of the various 
States which relate to matters in which the peo- 
ple of the United States have a common inter- 
est, such as laws of descents of wills and con- 


veyances, of marriage and divorcee, of lim- 
itations, for the settlement of estates, 
the laws sffecting comity between the 
States, the extradition of criminals, those 
concerning commercial paper and all other laws 
which may from time to time be designated by 
the association as proper subjects of unification; 
to study the condition and promote the im- 
provement of the judicial system of the States 
and of the United States; to consider the neces- 
sity and practicability of the establishment of 
international codes between civilized and com- 
mercial nations; to promote among members of 
the association a knowledge of the laws of the 
various States and of the United States; to pro- 
mete and extend acquaintance and fellowship 
among the members of the profession in the 
United States; to devise methods fer maintain- 
ing the standards of professional honor and 
ethics among the profession in the United 
States, and generally to premote the science of 
law and the due administration of justice.” 

The especial work of this meeting will be the 
consideration of committee reports on these 
topics: The feasibility of procuring uniform leg- 
islation on the subject of. negotiable paper, the 
feasinility of the several States passing and 
adopting uniform laws on marriage and divorce, 
the extradition of criminals, uniformity in forms 
of acknowledgments of deeds and conveyances, 

The President of the association is Col. James 
Broadhead of St. Louis, the Secretary is R. Ress 
Perry of Washington, and the Chairman of the 
Committee on Uniformity of Laws is the Hon. 
Z. Montgomery, Assistant United States Attor- 
ney-General for the Department of the Interior. 








UNABLE TO PAY iTS DEBTS. 


THE MOLLY PITCHER REPUBLICAN CLUB 
GOING TO PIECES. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Aug. 7.—The Molly 
Pitcher Club, which for three previous Presiden- 
tial election campaigns has put onairs of supe- 
riority over all other Republican campaign 
organizations in the State by reason of its pre- 
tensions to higher social casteand greater gor- 
geousness of uniform than any of its Conneoti- 
cut contemporaries, is on the verge of dissolu- 
tion. Lack of money is the cause of the trouble. 
At a meeting of the Exeeutive Committee last 
week it came out that the club owed $175 from 
the campaign of four years ago, and 
that the treasury contained only $3 50 
to meet this debt, although the 60 new 
members whd joined three weeks ago 
were each assessed $2 50, and the 300 old 
members $1 50 each. A plan for raising the 
funds to meet these old bills by subscriptions 
from .local Republican manufacturers fell 
through, as did a pian for making the Mollies the 
cornerstone of a local parading organization 
comprising allthe wards. When these facts be- 
came known at a meeting of the Mollies last 
night those present indulged in some very heat- 
ed recriminations, and finally pvroke up ina 
row. Henry R. Parrott, President of tne Local 
a Committee, was soundly berated. 
F. J. Narmore, President of the club, sent in his 
resignation with a recommendation that the 
club disband ifit could not meet its debts. W. 
E. Baille and three other officers also resigned. 

Several merabers of the club said they did not 
propose to be taunted from sidewalks with in- 
sulting remarks about the club being bankrupt. 
Others frankly avowed that they had never paid 
anything and did not propose to. Chairman 
Parrott has been relied upen to come forward 
with the needed funds, but although a big man- 
ufacturer in the varnish line and a persistent 
apestle of protection, has so far declined tocome 
to the rescue.

After much persuasion and in violation of 
his own sense of the proprieties Chairman Quay 
has concluded to go down the Bay with the Sam 
Sloan party to-day te meet Mr. Blaine.

And the manner in, 
which their advico has been disregarded and 
that whioh should have been a secondary dem- 
onstration to the ratification of the Presiden- 
tial ticket has beon worked up ,into the chief 
demonstration of the campaign’ has led them to 
look with disapproval on the whole arrange- 
ment: But having gone so far with it, -what was | 
done could not be undone, and lest the whole 
thing sheuld collapse and prove a fizzle ‘instead 
ofa great political demonstration, extrnordi-. 
nary efferts were made to correct some of the 
mistakes of Mr. Pool, who had attempted to 
make it an exclusive affair. ° Mr. Pool was con- 
ceded to have planned in harmeny with Blaine’s 
personal desires, but they were felt to be a little 
too exclusive to be pepular with even the mass 
of Blaine’s worshippers.

LARRY DONOVAN KILLED.

Donovan was member of Typographical 
Union No. 6, was connected with Distriet Assem- 
bly No. 64of the Franklin Organization, Kuights 
of Labor, and a member of the Pressman’s 
Union No. 9. Three months ago he wrote home 
announcing that he had given up bridge jump- 
ing and was pursuing his trade on a Londen 

ournal. His last jump from the Hungerford 
sridge, near the Charing Cross Station, London, 
was about 100 feet. 








LOSSES BY FIRE.

SUDDEN DEATH. OF JOHN H.: 
HARMON OF DETROIT. 
A MAN WHO HELD A WIDE INFLUENCE 
IN THE COUNCILS OF THE DEMOCRAT- 


IC PARTY IN MICHIGAN. te 

Detroit, Mich, Aug. 7.—John H. Har- . 
mon died suddenly at the Michigan Exchange 
Hotel, in this city, last night. Very few knew 
even that he was sick, and the announcement 
this morning of his death was a great surprise. 
While in Washington last Winter Mr. Harmon 
was taken seriously ill with pneumonia and he 
had never quite regained his former vigor. Sun- 
day night he was seized with another attack and 
his physician was called. During the night he 
became unconscious and centinued in that 
condition up to the heur when he passed 
peacefully away. Mr. Harmon was: 4 
native *of Ohio, having been born in 
Portage, June 21, 1819. His father had 
emigrated as a pioneer from Connecticut in 
1800, and was ene of the very first settlers in 
Portage County. Here ho started a newspaper, 
and his sen was brought up at the printer’s 
case. Having attained his majority, young 
Harmen started a paper of his own, called tho 


Cuyahoga J , which he profitably sold_ as: 
soon as he had fairly established it, Mr. Har- 
mon moved to Detroit in 1888 and entered the 
Free Press printing office. He subsequently rose 
to an editorial position on that paper, ahd finally 
became one of its proprietors, He took a con- 
spicuous part in what 1s known as ‘‘ the patriot: 
war,” resulting in an invasion of Canada, whioh . 
took place shortly after his arrival bere, and 
which terminated fatally fora number of the 
invaders and disastrously for all concerned in 
the enterprise. He was an able, aggressive, 
and telling writer, with a great fund of ‘general: 
knowledge and a wide range of acquaintances. 
He did much in advancing the. paper, to which 
he gave his services for a dozen of years and 
then sold his interest to the late Wilbar ¥ 
Story for enough to insure comfort through the 
rest of his days had not unfortunate business 
ventures resulted in its loss. 
Mr. Harmon was elected Mayor of Detroit in 
1852 and served two terms,-. President Pierce, 
in 1853, appointed him Collector of the Port of 
Dotroit. fter the expiration of hia term as 
Collector he became Territorial Governor of 
innesota under Buchanan, He had a genius 
or politics. In the excitément, fotrigue, and 
diplemacy of political contests he found the 
cy Spe enjoyment. His force of character, 
ability to grasp events and convert them to the 
furtherance of his ewn purpose,:his thorough 
acquaintance with the. politics of the country 
and the import of current affairs, and his keen 
insight into human nature made him. a recog- 
nized power and brought. him into close rela- 
tions with the great ‘politicians of the’ 
eountry. Few men knew them Detter or 
were more familiar with inside life at’ 
Washington. It was his liking to personally 
follow the detailed proceedings of Congress, 
and it was his boast that he hid for 50 years 
attended every Democratic National Conven- 
tion, where his: influence was wapeoteey marked 
auring the, mere active years of his life. His 
last appearance was at the recent Democratic 
State Convention held in this city, whither he 
was invited by vote of the body to a seat upon 
the platform as its honored guest. .When his 
party was retired to the position of the minority 
his peculiar talents after a while led him to 
Washington, where for many years he spent all 
his time during the sessions of Congress, en- 
gaged as a lobbyist, and with no lack ef employ- 
ment, making a geod deal of moneyy which 
went as easily as it came. In this field, asin 
that of politics, his remarkable abilities were 
brought into fuil and characteristic play. He 
was secretive to an extraordinary degree... 
No one knew just what he was ateven when 
he was busiest. In manipulating conventions, 
engineering the plans of a candidate whose cause 
he had espoused, or working up the interests of 
aciaim among Congressmen, he never seemed 
hurried, flustered, or exeited. He was always 
ready to talk, tell a good story about any one af’ 
the numberless men whom he had encountered, 
and seemed the most careless man in the world. 
Yet all the while not a step taken by those who 
were opposed to-him escaped his notice, and he 
y with a checkmate whenever it was 
needed, and made with the precision of one who 
knew every move in the game he. was play- 
ing, and seeming to ee every emer 
goncy. He was a& master in the man- 
agoment of men. He could use their 
ambitions, their | prejudices or hatreds 
or their love of monéy with a skill that was con- 
summate and an adroitness that was as master- 
ful as it was silent. No man in the Democratic 
Party in Michigan has ever been, able to ap-: 
proach him in this sort of leadership, and his 
advice was always sought by those who were 
pushing their own fortunes or shaping the 
course of the party, and yet in all this whirl of 
intrigue, cunning wire pulling and use of any 
and every'means he hardly made an enemy. 
He was always genial, companionable, goner-. 
ous,, never harboring resentments or working 
out revenges and approachable on terma of the 
completest equality by every one. But his un- 
swerving party loyalty through long years of 
repeated defeat and the large service which he 
rendered brought him no return or recognition. 
When at last be found himself enrolled among 
the hosts of the victorious majority an army of 
younger and more greedy claimants elbowed 
the veteran aside without seruple, and even 
a potty Consulship at a Canadian port was not 
to be had when he sought for it to help him to 
an easy journey down his fewdeclining years. 
He keenly felt the ingratitude, but said little 
about it. He knew snough about the motives 


that enter so largely into political action, and 


had such ample remembrance of the fort-. 
unes of war as‘ they are developed in the 
rough-and-tumple of politics to accept 
his disappointmert with a stolcal philoso- 
phy that made no sign save to his most 
intimate friends. He was a man of peculiar 
appearance, Six feet in height, as straizht as 
an arrow, With a keen, black eye, a swarthy cem- 
plexion, and long raven locks combed back over 
hig ears, he bore a striking resemblance to an 
Indian. There was acarcely a percevtible 
change in his appearance to the last. He did 
not seem to grow old save as his step was 
slower and less elastic, while his interest in all 
pubiio affairs was unabated. 

Mr. Harmon’s family resides in Washington, 
and censists of his wife, to whom he was mar 
ried in 1841; ason, John Harmon, now in mid- 
dle life, and two daughters, Mrs. 8. H, Boll and 
Miss Emma Harmon. In Detroit he leaves a 
sister and two half brothers.

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

It is no use to disguise the fact that in 
the affections of his party and actual followers 
Mr. Blaine has the same hold as Napeleon had 
76 yearsago. Thereis the same devotion, en- 
thusiasm, and admiration. There is happily 
this difference, that following Napoleon meant 
death, destruction, and war, whereas following 
Mr. Blaine méans after all only political con- 


troversy. There is, however, one ineident in 
the landing of Napoleonin February, 1815, at 
Cannes, whither he escaped frem tne island of 
Elba, which will be certainly repeated to-day 
when Mr. Blaine lands in New-York.

exclaim, & la Napoleon: “ This dissolves the Sen- 
ate Tariff bill.” 

This mysterious measure, which was to be 
forthcoming at once, new more than two weeks 
ago, is either “ lost, atrayed, or stelen.’”’ But it 
goes Without saying thatit was only waiting to 
get the sanction of the real chief of the party. 
Gen. Harrison degs not seem to have had a voice 
in the affair, and@if he had nobody heeded it.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 7.—It took nine 
hours for the American Association to transact 
the business*which called it together in special 
meeting at the Continental Hotel to-day.

Whereas, Mr. Von Der Ahe having denied making 
avy statements in reference toa collusion between 
Mr. Byrne and Umpire Ferguson, therefore, 

Resolved, That the American Association has full 
confidence in the honesty and integrity of Mr. 
Byrne and Umpire Ferguson, and find the said re- 
ports are without foundation. 

Then came a great forensic battle in which 
all the orators of the association participated. 
Congressman John J. O'Neill arose, and, ad- 
dressing the President as ‘Mr. Speaker,’’ pre- 
sented formal charges against President Byrne 
of the Breoklyfii Club for tampering with a 
player of the St. Louis Club. The charges are 
the same as were published in THE TIMES 
of to-day. Congressman O’Neil said he had 
questioned Director Abel, and he had said 
that, secing in the papers that O’ Neil was dis- 
satisfied in St. Louis, he had instructed catcher 
Bushong to write to left fielder O’Niel, offering 
him a position with the Brooklyn Ciub. tr 
Byrné madéa brilliant arguuwient for the de- 
fense.

Club in reference to Mr. James O’ Neil, the Associa- 
tion finds that the Brooxlyn Club has been indis- 
creet in instructing one of their players to com- 
mupnicate with Mr, O’Neil -in reference to, his 
Telease from the St. Louis Club, based on 
newspaper reports to the effect that he was 
dissatistied with the St. Louis Club, and 
without having previously had information from 
Mr. Von der Ahe of the intention to release said 
player and permission to negotiate for his services;

In reference to the Kansas City game of July

the ninth inning, a motion prevailed to poat- 

one the matter until the next meeting. The 

leveland Club was ordered to return to the 
Brooklyn Club the amount of money retained 
by order of President Wickoff, the Brooklyn 
Club agreeing to abide by the decision of the 
association and drew its check. 

The momentous question of the tariff was the 
last thing reached. St. Lonis, Baltimore, and 
Louisville wanted the price redueed from 50 to 
25 cents. The Athletics favored giving the 
other clubs the same privilege they now enjey. 
Cleveland favored 50 cents, live or die. 

Kansas City didn’t oare which way the wind 
blew, but the Cowboy delegate said he would 
vote with the majority. Brooklyn favored 25 
conts, provided the old plan of the visiting club 
receiving a guarantees and the home club re- 
taining its own receipts was re-established. This 
seemed to suit the majority, ana Mr. Byrne pre- 
sented his amendment, making the guarantes 
of the visiting club $130, and providing that 
the new plan goes into effect on Aug. 25, after 
the Eastern elubs return from the West. There 
was very little argument over the proposition. 
Louisville preferred the percentage plan at 
25 cents, but the other elubs favored the 
self-sustaining principle. The resolution as 
presented by Mr. Byrne was carried. The clubs 
voting for it were the Athletic, Baltimore, 
Brooklyn, Kansas City, Louisville, and St.

William Pleater Davidge, a member of 


pany that was booked for a five weeks’ engage- 
ment at Baldwin’s Theatre, San Francisco, Cal., 
under.the management of Mr. William Palmer, 
and was seized withacongestive attack while on 
board the train at 12:15 A4.M. In 20 minutes 
he died a painless death. The bare fact of his 
death was received by tel ph at the Madison- 
Square Theatre yesterday forenoon, and Messrs. 
Becker and Sisson at once informed Mr. Day- 
idge’s. family and Manager A. M. Palmer. 
The family consists of a widow, a daugh- 
ter, and a 800, Edward, a_ Brooklyn 
dentist, .who live at 132 Pacitic-atreet, 
Brooklyn, and & son: William, who is an actor, 
and is now at Atlantic City, N. J. The body is 
in charge of Manager D. OC. Rhodes of the 
Cheyenne Opera House, and will be forwarded 
by him in seasen to arrive here Saturday. Mr. 
Davidgés had been somewhat unwell for acon- 
siderable period previous to his departure for 
the West and haa hoped that the journey would 
do him good. Just before going Saturday he 
left written instructions as to the disposition of 
his affairs. 

Mr. Davidge was born near Ludgate Hill, Lon- 
don, April 17,1814. Asachild he wae identitied 
with amateur theatricals, and his adoption of the 
stage as a profession was the result of his love 
for the histrionic art. At the age of 16 years he 
sustained the minor part of James in ‘“‘The 
Miller’s Maid” at the Drury-Lane Theatre, but 
his first regular appearance as a professional 
was at Nottingham June 20, 1836, when he as- 
sumed the réle of Adam Wintertonin “ The Iron 
Chest.” On Sept. 26, in the same year, he ap- 

jared at the Queen’s Theatre in London, where 

6 at once sprang into favour through the 
excellence oO his performance of the 
art of Baron Oakland in “The Haunted 
ower.” Later on Mr. Davidge became 
connected with the Victoria and other leading 
theatres in London, and he also traveled exten- 
pet through the provinces and in Scotland 
and Ireland. He was married Sept. 30, 1842, 
to Elizabeth Clark, and settled in Manchester 
where he remained until 1850, when he sailed 
for this country. His first appearance in Amer- 
ica was at the old Broadway Theatre on Aug. 
19, 1850, under the management of E. A. Mar- 
shall, as Sir Peter Teazle. Later on he appeared 
as Caliban in ‘The Tompest,” his assumption 
of the character provoking comparison with the 
famous impersonation of Burton. As astock 
actor he supperted thefamous starsof that 
time, including Edwin Forrest, Gus- 
tavus V. Brooke Julia Dean, Mme. 
— and Loja Montez. He also 
ded to his reputation by playing the 
leading comedy parts in all of the old stock 
Plays. Mr. Davidge remained at the old Broad- 
“way Theatre until 1855, when he went to the 
Cleveland Atheneum, and after that he visited 
many oities. He was also engaged at various 
theatres in this city during the next few years, 
and was one of a famous “ star combination” 
under the management of F. B. Conway. He 
was a member of Mrs. John Wood’s company 
at the ere Theatre in 1863-4, and joined 
Augustin Daly’s Fifth-Avenue Theatre company 
in 1869, remaining with Mr. Daly through all 
of the latter’s managerial vicissitudes’ up to 
1877. He joined Mr. Daly again in 1879, and 
frem 13880 to 1885 he was under engagement 
with J. M. Hill, part of that time supporting Mar- 
garet Mather. In November, 1885, Mr. Davidge 
joined the Madison-Square Theatre Company, 
of which he remained a member up to the time 
of his death. 

Mr. Davidge was one of the best of the old 
line of comedians, and his work in Shakespearean 
and old English comedies was aiways of rare 
excellence. He was never a atar, but sustained 
leading comedy réles in many companies and in 
Many cities. He wasindeed an actorof many 
parts, having assumed mere than 1,100 char- 
acters during his more than halfa century of 
prefessional life. He was genial in companion- 
ship and his friends were legion. A notabie 
testimonial performance was tendered Mr. 
_Davidge at the Academy of Music on April 21, 
1886, on the occasion of his seventy-third 
“birthday, which was also intended to com- 
memorate the fiftieth anniversary of his carcer 
on the stage.

COMMITTEE GOES' TO SEA BUT 


“GATCHES NO‘FISH—LIFE IN'THE COAL |; 


REGION , AND ' MULBERRY-STREET. 

‘Thousands: of Italians may be yearning 
dopey @ Visit‘of two or three years, fill their 
purses’ with scudi and hie back to Italy in order 
to live.at ease upon the booty plucked from the 
hand of native labor in the United States, but 
they have evidently decided to do nothing more 
than yearn until, public attention has been with- 
drawn from the question'of foreign pauper and 
contract labor. The situation has become s0 
embarrassing to the resident: padrones that 
orders: have been distributed throughout" Italy 
that .no more:hunery and penniless Italtans 
should be, shipped to the United States until, at 
least, the-Congressional immigration committes 
has ended 1ts labors. 

For'weeks the:committee had been waiting 
for a.chance.to' pounce upon & shipload of im- 
migrants before the innocents fell into the 
hands of the land sharks and recoived their 
orders. Two attempts have been made. The 
committees has had. at its disposal a revenue 
cutter, and its intention was to steam down the 


Bay and board an 7 aiegeos | immigrant steamer 
at or below Quarantine, and there get the story 
of the immigrant before it had been made for 
him. Ten days ago the first attempt was made, 
but as only a single immigrant was found on 
vDoard he was not molested. The second at- 
tempt was made yesterday. The committee 
went aboard the revenue cutter Washington at 
the Barge Office at 11 o’clock, ‘The steamer 
India ef the Anchor Line had been sighted off Fire 
Island. 1t was supposed that she was loaded 
to the guards with impecunious Italian tourists. 
The revenue cutter dashed down tho harbor 
in # businesslike way and soon hauled along- 
gide of the steamer Peconic, which hailed 
from Mediterranean ports. As she was loaded 
with fruit the committee paid her no atiention. 
There was nothing of interest to the committee 
on board the steamer Eider of the North German 
Lioyd, so the cutter once more began to dig its 
way eastward, Finally the steamer La Norman- 
die hove in sight. She seemed to have plenty of 
immigrants on board. Their faces were bronzed 
and their dresses were gay. They pushed each 
other aside in their eagerness to reach the rail 
and get a loek at the littie cutter and Congress- 
men Ford and Guenther. It was said that all 
these immigrants were French, and they weren’t 
bothered, as it was Italians for whom the com- 
Wittee was fishing. By and by the India was 
sighted. An inspector was put on board. 

How many immigrants were on board? That 
‘Was the question. [t was discovered that they 
numbered four, and that the nationality of the 

uartet was Austrian. Chairman Ford sighed. 

jongressman Guenther chewed his mustache, 
and made a mental promise to make the next 
padrone he collided with very sick. The prow 
of the Washington was pointed toward the Bat- 
tery, and at 1:30 the committee was once more 
on land, fairly convinced that no more Italian 
gentlemen would run away from their families 
until the storm of investigation blew over. 

Ahbearty dinner created a spirit of energy, 
and at 2:30 the committee was once more ready 
for the fray. Two paupers were expected from 
Biackwell’s Island. One was to be a German 
and the ether an lrishman. The Irishman was 
a@ sorry spectacie. He was old, weazened, blear- 
eyed. William Petty, he said, was his name, 
and he was born in the County of Fermanagh, 
Ireland, 62 years ago. At first it was supposed 
that the old man was’ a simpleton as well as a 
pauper, for when he was told to swear he would 
tell only the truth, he‘asked, with a very vacant 
stare, what they wanted him to swear. But he 
Was notasimpleton. His son and daughter, he 
said, sent for him three years ago, but 
after he got here did nothing for him 
and he found shelter with a friend, whose 
child he tended untila few months ago, when 
he was sent to the workhouse. He had earned 
no money since he came to America. In the 
old country he tended cattle and did odd jobs 
for a landed proprietor and received a shilling a 
day and his board. This employer would have 
taken care of him until his death. He wished he 
was back in Ireland, for there was nothing here 
for him to do, even if he were strong enough to 
work. The German witness was not a pauper, 
but a fellow who had been committed for 10 
days for being drunk. The man who was want- 
ed had been, it was understood, a convict in 
Germany and had been assisted to come to 
America. 

The firm of Lees & Sons, Bridgeport, Penn., 
received a little more attention yesterday. Johu 
Webb, who said he was the manager of a wors- 
ted mill—not now running—and had come from 
England two years ago, testified that Lees & 
Sons had been getting men from England for 
three years to his knowledge, and, he understeod, 
for a much longer time. It was understood at 
Kidderminster that Bowes and Greatwioh acted 
as agents in procuring men. If Bowes could 
not get men, Greatwich could. The witness 
knew of eightmen who bad come from England 
to take positions offered by Lees & Sons. Cene 
drawers could easily be procured in this coun- 
try. They earned about $15 a week. Bedford 
had been promised $20 because he was proba- 
bly to take charge of the spinning room also, 

Mr. H. H. Calclazer of the Philadelphia Kecord 
also had something to say of Lees & Sons. He 
met John & Lees last Sunday and questioned 
him about the alleged contract made with the 
Englishman, Bedford. Mr. Lees said that no 
contract existed. Bedford had sought employ- 
ment from the agent of Lees & Sons at Liver- 
pool and been given a@ picture of the situation 
at the mill of Leos & Sons. Mr. Lees said he 
intended to filla mill with such machines as it 
was said Bedford was employed to manage, and 
he would get men from Europe to run them. 
In 1885 he had offered an Englishman $3,500 a 
year to come to Bridgeport and take charge 
of his mills. The offer had not been accepted. 

A picture of life in the anthracite coal region 
‘Was painted more or less correctly by Mr. Cal- 
clazer. It was not a pleasant picture, as it dealt 
for the greater part with the fereign clement 
that has been flocking there for years. He had 
recently paid the region a visit, and had made 
as thorough an investigation as the short time 
at his his my, ge permitted. Mueh of his infor- 
mation he had obtained from old residents 
whom he considered reliable. He had been told 
that about two-thirds of the labor in the coal 
region consisted of Italians, Hungarians, and 
Poles. He had visited a half dozen collieries in 
the neighberhood of Hazleton, and 
all of them found the proportion held 
good. This labor was the cueapest that 
could be found, and the most ignorant 
andthe lowest in the secial scale. It was gen- 
erally housed like animals and lived mere like 
auimals than human beings. The Italians were 
the lowest priced and would work for 50 cents 
aday. Thisciass of labor generally could be 
had for $laday.

He 
also produced a copy of the London Zimes con- 
taining a report of a debate held in the House 
of Commons on July 16. In this debate Mr. 8. 
Smith, Government member, advocated the as- 
sisted emigration of 60.000 pauper ehildren 
who are kept in workhouses and schools at a 
cost to the country of £20 a head per year, ora 
total cost per anrum of £1,200,000. Such em- 
igrations, Mr. Smith argued, would be of great 
benefit to the rate payer. He cited two in- 
stances that had proved successful.

All the manufacturing is now 
done in the large factories and not in the small 
preg which used to thrive in tre country. 

The re- 
sult of all this.is that the smaller places in the 
rural districts are becoming depopulated: There 
are fewer peoplein them than there were 20 

ears ago. Because the preperty is there is why 
ew-York and Brooklyr pay so much of the 
State tax.”

VETERAN VOLUNTEERS TO ASSIST AT

NEW-YORK YACHT CLUB STARTS FROM 
NEW-LONDON TO-MORROW. 

The yachts of the New-York Yacht Club 
will to-day rendezvous at New-London, off the 
Pequot House, for their annual cruise, Commo- 
dore Gerry, who, with the other flag officers of 
the club, will start at 10 o’clock this morning in 
the flagship Electra, thinks the cruising squad 
ron will be the largest ever had by the club.

FOREMAN HARTT GETS HIS MONEY. 

Mayor Hewitt had a caller at the City 
Hall yesterday who, when he received a check 
for $2,160 took occasion to thank the Mayor 
and the citizens of New-York for the vast relief 
they had given him. The visitor was O. M. 
Hartt, whese sad case of persecution by labor 
organizations in various parts of the country re- 


cently led the Mayor to appeal to the public in 
his behalf. When Mr. Hartt departed to bis 
home in Tarrytown Mayor Hewitt mado this 
statement to the reporters: 

“The amount of the subscriptions sent to me 
for the Hartt fund now closed is $2,739 20. I 
bave this day paid to Mr. Hartt the sum of 
$2,160, which appears to be the exact amount 
necessary to reimburse him for the loss of time 
‘and his traveling expenses in search of work 
during the period from his dismissal on the 21st 
of February, 1887, and the deeision of 
his case. He informed me that. it 
would require $2,500 to cover his loss, 
but on an exact statement of the account Iam 
satisfied that the sum .paid is the true amount 
tor whieh he should be indemnified. There re- 
mains in my possession the sum of $579 20, 
which I will use for the relief of persons who 
ceme to the Mayor’s office under circumstances 
which entitle them to consideration in conse- 
quence of having been reduced to peverty either 
by lock-outs, strikes, or boycotts. If any sub- 
soriber to the Hartt fund shall object to this 
disposition of the money, his pro rata share of 
the amount in my hands will be returned to 
him. Mr. Hartt desires me to express his grate- 
ful acknowledgements to the subscribers, and I 
am satisfied after careful investigation that 
their generosity has not been misplaced.” 





CHARGED WITH COLLUSION.

PLIERS FEAT. 
SOME OF THE BEST RECORDS MADE ON 
RAILROADS IN THE UNITED STATES 
RECALLED TO MIND. 


The liveliest interest was manifested yes- 
terday by railroad men in the cable account to 
Tue Times of the race between the ‘Flying 
Scotchman” and the “West Coast Flyer’ from 
London to Edinbureb, in which 400 miles were 
covered by the winner in 7 heurs and 25 min- 
utes. This was an average of something over 
531, miles an hour. There was a general 
jogging of memories and overhauling of the 
records of fast railroad trains on American 
lines. And much comfort was found by many 
in going over those recerds. For they show that 
although the British and French roads admit- 
tedly make much better time habitually than is 
made on any of the American lines, some astou-

New éngines took the train at Buf- 
falo, Newark, Frankfort, and Cosymans. 

On Oct. 8, 1885, over the same road, a burst 
of speed was tried fur11 miles, between Genesee 
Junction and East Buffalo, to satisfy Superin- 
tendent J. E. Layng, who was on the train. The 
run occupied 512 seconds, an average rate of 74 
tiles an hour, Three of the miles were made 
at pe rate of 80 miles an hour, 1 at 77, and 1 
at 75. 

On the New-York Central Road a newspaper 
‘train with two cars weighing 60 tons hauied 
into Syracuse Sunday morning, Aug. 8, 1886, at 
10 o’clock, an hour late. The train was booked 
to go from New-York to Buffaloin nine and one- 
half hours. Orders came to try to make up the 
time on the furtherrun of 148.7 miles to Buf- 
falo. John W. Cool, one of the best engineers 
on the road, mounted his cab bound to obey the 
order. He started out at 5445 miles an hour. 
At the end of three miles his speed increased to 
66 miles an hour, and then to 7414. He stopped 
at Rechester for water and slowed up atiter 
passing Crittenden. His average speed from 
Syracuse to Rochester was 6714 miles per hour; 
from Rochester to Buffalo, 63.72 miles per 
hour, and from Syracuse to Buffalo, 65.6 miles 
an hour. Therun of 148.7 miles was made in 
136 minutes. 

Tbe wost remarkable long-distance run on 
record was when the Jarrett-Palmer combina- 
tion went from New-York to San Francisco in 
half time, or three and one-half days. Their 
train left the Pennsylvania station in Jersey 
City at 12:53 on the morning of June 1, 1876. 
They were not to make a atop untilthey reached 
Pittsburg. An engine and baggage car, on the 
approach of thespecial to Harrisburg got up a 
apeed of about 50 miles and passed mails to the 
special by running along an adjoining track .for 
several miles, while the mail bags were thrown 
from train to train. The run to Pittsburg, 4381 
miles, took 10 hours and 5 minutes, an average 
of 4315 miles an hour, notwithstanding the 
Atleghenies. From Pittsburg to Chicago, 458.3 
miles, took 11 hours and 6 minutes, an average 
of 42.1 miles, including 25 stops and 4 
changes of engines. From Chisago to Ceun- 
cil luffa, 491 miles, took 11% +# whours, 
an average of 42.6 miles, although there 
was arecord for part of this journey of 62.2 
toiles. Over the Union Pacific the run of 1,032.8 
miles from Omaha to Ogden was made in 24 
hours and 14 minutes, at an average of 41 miles 
and @ maximum of 72 miles an hour. The 
brakes became worn at Ogden and hand brakes 
had to be used, retarding the onward journey 
somewhat, asthe men feared that they might 
lose control of the train. San Francisco was 
safely reached at 12:57 on June 4, quite in time.

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Aug. 7.—The cable 
dispatch in yesterday’s Trmks in regard to the 
extraordinary time made in. England upon Aug. 
6 by the West Coast express between Edinburgh 
and London bas excited much commentin this 
city. Prof. Arthur T. Hadley of Yale, when in- 
terviewed upon the subject to-day, said that he 
had been at. work prin @ portion of the day in 
order to go over some of the best American rail- 
road records. The result of his examination, he 
says, shows that the claim made by the Eng- 
lishmen that therun made Aug. 6 between Ed- 
inburgh and London broke ali previous records 
for high railroad speed in England and the rail- 
road world cannot be supported by fact. 

The average speed per hour made by the Eng- 
lish train was 53.6 miles exclusive of stops. 
The number of stops made was four or five. 
Prof. Hadley says that the West Shore Road in 
this country offers evidence which cannot be im- 
pugned that im July, 1885, a train upon that 
road went frem East Butfalo to Weehawken, a 
distance of over 400 miles, at the rate of 54 
miles an hour, exclusive of stops. The stops 
made by the West Shore train  be- 
tween the two points named were more 
than 20, It will therefore be seen that the ad- 
vantage fs about one-third of a mile per hour in 
favor of the West Shore train as compared with 
the performance of the ‘West Coast Filer’ on 
last Monday. Prof. Hadley adds that a rate of 
speed of 83 miles pér hour was at one time at- 
tained by the American train® upon the occa- 
sion in question. if the English train continues 
to run at the rate of speed set last Monday it 
can probably fairly claim the right to be called 
the fastest train in the world, but if indiviaual 
performances for distanees of over 250 miles 
.are compared the time made over the West 
Shore has yet to be equaled. 





RUNNING REGULARLY AGAIN. 

The Cross-town Railroad in Brooklyn, 
which was tied up all day Sunday and Monday, 
was inregularrunning order yesterday. Prompt- 
ly at 5 o’clock in the morning Superintendent 
Sullivan sent the first car out of the stables in 
Greenpoint. There was a big crowd of em- 
ployes standing about, and they cheered lustily 
asthe horses started briskly on their journey. 
The car was decorated with flags, and in one 
window was placed a card bearing the inscrip- 
tion, ‘‘ The Union Forever. D. A. 75" The car 
met with no opposition, and the driver and 
eonductor were cheered by every group of 
workingmen they passed. By 7 o’clock the 
regular time table was in operation.

A BIG STEAL RUMORED. 


THE THEFT OF 40,000 . POUNDS 
SUGAR FROM THE NAVY YARD. 

When yesterday’s session of the investi- 
gation now in progress at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard was concluded, it .was whispered about 
that a big steal had been unearthed—the theft 
of 40,000 pounds of sugar. Investigators Has- 
kell and Allen and Capt. Miller would say noth- 
ing about the matter.

OOURTLAND? PALMER'S WILl,. 
Two wills executed by Courtlandt Palmer, 
the first on Oct. 9, 1883, and the other on May 
25, 1886, to which two codioils are attached, 
were filed inthe Surrogate’s office yesterday 


by George H. Forster as counsel for the widow, 
Catharine Amory Palmer, who, with Edward 
H. Dixon, 1s named as Trustee. During life 
Courtlanat Palmer had placed the greater por- 
tion of his real estate, amounting to $150,000 
or more, in his wife’s name, so that his will de- 
vised only his life insurance, which amounted 
to $110,000 and a small portion of his acquired 
fortune. Courtlandt Palmer held only a life 
estate in the Courtlandt Palmer trust, which 
athis death descends to. his children, of which 
they may oniy receive the profits during life. 

Of his life insurance, the widow recejves 
$30,000, which has. already been paid to her, 
and the remainder, together with the real estate, 
which was in his own name, is divided equally 
among his four children. This is practically 
the terms of the first will, which met with some 
changes in the second will, but the last codicil, 
dated July 2, 1888, revoked the changes,

DROPPED 5,700 FEET. 

The leap of a daring aeronaut from cloud- 
land to Rockaway Beach attracted 5,000 peo- 
ple to that resort yesterday afternoon. The 
venturesome balloonist who gave the exhibi- 
tion was Prof. W. W. McEwen, a partner of 
Prof. Hogan of Jackson, Mich. Prof. McEwen 
had previously made 163 balloon ascensions, 
but his parachute descension yesterday was 
only the third veature of the kind he has under- 
taken. According to the programme he had to 
jump 6,000 feet, but everything depended upon 
the atmospheric conditions and the altitude to 
which the balloon would rise. The balloon was 
inflated with hot air or smoke produced by an 
ordinary wood fire and the ascension was made 
shortly before 6 o’clock, McEwen, in red tights, 
hanging by one hand to the big vessel as it sped 
akyWard with considerable velocity. For two 
minutes the balloon continued to rise very rap- 
idly; then it seemed to stand still, as if wait- 
—— the eritical moment. 

lling in the lower end of. the parachute, the 
upper end of which was attached to the top of 
the balloon by a siender cord, the aeronaut 
grasped the iron ring of it with one hand. The 
additional weight of his boay broke the para- 
chute loose from the balloon, and for 400 or 500 
feet he fell with great velocity. The parachute, 
which is 16 feet in diameter, in a few seconds 
opened very gracefully and filled with alr, let- 
ting the aeropaut sail pleasantly through the 
air and “landing” him ina swampy part of the 
bay with a gentleness that would hardly have 
jarred the nerves of a kitten. The descent was 
made intwoanda half minutes. The balloon, 
after he leftit, turned upside down, and, after 
emitting a stream of smoke, fell not very far 
from the parachute. 

MoEwen said he had jumped from a height of 
5,700 feet. He will repeat the performance on 
Friday and twice a week for three weeks. 


A NEW PIPE TO BLACKWELL’S ISLAND. 

An interesting and in some respects an 
experimental piece of work is now in progress 
and promises to yield a much-needed increse 
of water facilities to Blaekwell’s Island. A 
6-inch cast-iron pipe line connected with the 


regular city main, on Avenue B, is now being 
laid on the bed of the East River, from the foot 
ot Seventy-ninth-street to a potnt directly oppo- 
site on Blackwell’s Island. It is expected that 
this line when completed will furnish one and a 
half million gallons of water a day. At present 
all the water on the island is obtained through 
the line running from Sixty-second-street, 
which was laid about 15 years ago, and which is 
of wrought iron, inclosed in a covering of oak, 
filled with cement to’ prevent the ection of the 
salt water upon it. 

On account of the long time this line has been 
in service it was feared that at any time it 
might preve useless and the total supply of 
water be cut off. The new line has no covering, 
and consequently the expense of laying it is 
much less, while it is believed that the cast iron 
of which it is made will resist the action of the 
salt water as well as if it were incased in woed. 
Considerable difficulty has been experienced in 
laying the pipe on account of the rapid current 
in the river at this point. 

The wrecking lighter from which the work has 
been done has been anchored in the river since 
Sunday, and atug, during that time, has been 
kept busy steaming around and warning off the 
Sound steamers and various craft making their 
way through the narrow channel.

NEW-JHRSEY’S SOHOOLS. 


SUPERINTENDENT CHAPMAN’S REPORT 


INDICATES AN IMPROVEMENT. 

TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 7.—The annual re- 
| Pportof the State Board of ‘Education, including 
thatof the Superintendent, has just-been issued 
in complete form. Most of the statistics tab- 
ulated from the various , counties have been 
published in advance, but Superintendent Chap- 
man’s report contains some interesting facts as 
to the progress of school work in the State. 
While the number of buildings reported by the 
county and city. Superintendents as poor, very 
poor, good, &c., appear to show that the con- 
ditien of schoolhouses remains about the samo, 
there has been really an improvement. In 
every county in the State standard is 

laced a little higher each year, and, as 
now schools of approved eonstruction are 
erected, the old structures suffer by com- 
parison, and many of those that were 
classed ag medium last year are now rated as 
poor. Great praise is given by the Superintena- 
ent to the earnest and efficient work of the 
teachers. In speakingof the erection of new 
schools the Superintendent insists on the ur- 
gent necessity for more houses in nearly all the 
cities, the accommodations having fallen far be- 
hind the school population. Where the building 
does not keep pace with the rapidly-increasing 
census the necessity grows greater year by 
year. Itis .shown that, inthe entire State, 61 
per cont. of the school population has enrolled 
on the school e«egister during the year. Taxing 
all the cities by themselves, 52 per cent. of the 
census has been enrolled. These facts show, 
the Superintendent adds, that a much greatel 
number would attend in the cities if accommo- 
dations were provided them. 

Considerable space is devoted by Mr. Chap- 
man to the subject of technical and manual 
education. Newark is the only city which bas 
taken advantage of the law passed in 1881, 
granting to any city which raised an equivalent 
@mount an appropriation of from $3,000 to 
$5,000 for the pp ah of schvols for industrial 
education. The school in Newark has proved 
very successful. Industrial schools have been 
also startad on an independent basis at Mont- 
clair and Hoboken. The progress of the pupils 
is said to have been remarkable, both as to 
physical and mentaldevelopment. Many of the 
pupils have acquired wonderful dexterity and 
have made beautiful and elaborate articles in 
all of the materials used. 





TIMID ABOUT LIGHTNING. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Aug. 7.—Just across 
the Orange County line in New-Jersey livesa 
respected and well-to-do old farmer, E. 8. 
Coykendall, who enjoys the high distinction of 
having been struck four times by lightning and 
still surviving the deadly shocks. The first 
stroke was suffered when he was a boy, and 
when his father’s house was literally torn in 
pieces by a terrible discharge of electricity. He 
was dragged out of the ruins with afracture of 
the skull, which made necessary the operation 
ot trephining, and lefta broad scar remaining 
on his forehead to this day. At another time, 
when riding a horse on the highway in a pass- 
ing thunder shower, he was knocked off the 
horse by a stroke of lightning and lay senseless 
and motionless for some hours. 

A few years later, while seated in front of the 
kitchen stove in his own house a lightning bolt 
struck the chimney and followed it down, shat- 
tering the stove and cutting his face with the 
‘fragments and knocking him senseless. The 
fourth experience happened more recently, 
while he was at work in his barn unloading hay. 
The building was struck and badly shattered 
and he suffered a shock from the electric fluid 
which laid him up as an invalid for a iong time. 
The effect of his remarkable experiences, as 
might be expected, is to make him quite nerv- 
ous and timid when there is any electric dis- 
turbance in the atmosphere.
